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No Room at the Docks 


Your solution to the Bay Area's housing woes isn't floating.

Carter did not immediately respond 


to an Instagram message seeking 


Leave it to a Millennial to hack 
San Francisco’s housing crisis. Last 
month, Business Insider told the tale of a 
23-year-old woman who solved the 
problem of finding an affordable apart- 
ment by finding a sailboat instead. 

For $350 a month — plus $9,600 
up front for the boat itself — recent 
Bay Area “newcomer” Sarah Carter 
sleeps aboard a 136-square foot sail- 
boat moored at an unidentified local 
marina. The accommodations are 
spartan, she showers at shared facili- 
ties ashore (or at her job at an uniden- 
tified “e-commerce” firm, a 45-minute 
drive away), and her neighbors are 
“salty” — natch — but after five 
months of a life aquatic, she'll “break 
even’ on the market rent she’d 
otherwise be paying, she 
told BI. 

A novel solution, but 
one that’s extremely 
hard to pursue. Live- 
aboards are rare 
in San Francisco, 
where only one 
of the city’s recre- 
ational piers — the 
private marina at Pier 39 
— allows people to live on 
their boats. 

Sleeping at sea is legal 
elsewhere in the Bay Area, like 
in Emeryville, Berkeley, and 
Alameda, but live-aboards can 
account for no more than 10 
percent of any marina’s slips 
under Bay Conservation and 
Development Commission rules.

Further, in order to host live- 


aboards, a marina must have bath- 
room facilities on-shore, as well as 
a pump-out station to remove 
sewage. This rules out the Marina 
District marinas, as well as the 
boatyard by AT&T Park, although 
rumors abound of illicit live- 
aboards avoiding authorities at 
those docks. 


At Pier 39 — where the tenants 


— demand has become so high that 
there’s a three-to-five year waitlist for 


a slip to open up, Harbormaster Sheila 


Chandor told SF Weekly. “We get 20 
calls a day from people looking to live 
aboard,” she says, noting that turn- 
over is random but can take years. 
Predictably, 


















people trying to illegally live aboard 
their boats has also increased. “Peo- 
ple are getting more desperate,” says 
Chandor, who notes that the price of 
being caught is steep: exile from the 
marina and removal from the waitlist. 
Limited supply and strict environ- 
mental protection rules mean that, 
despite Salesforce’s recent use of a 
cruise ship as a floating hotel to get 
around excessive room prices for its 
Dreamforce conference, nobody has 


proposed houseboats as a pat solution 


for the Bay Area’s housing problem. 
Yet. 

That’s probably a good thing, 
as living on the sea — even in 
the bay —is not for everyone. 

“It’s like camping,’ Chandor 
says. What I say to people who 
apply here is, ‘You're not here 
to be living in a house that 
happens to be floating. You are 
making a lifestyle choice by 
living on your boat.”

The city's police union wants 
cops to review body camera 
footage before writing 
reports. 


Radio is an unlikely front in 
the battle to win public opinion, but for 
the city’s police union, an old-school 
PSA is still the preferred medium for 
rhetorical grandstanding. 

As SF Weekly reported last week, 
the Police Officers Association recently 
took to local airwaves to let listeners 
know that racial profiling doesn’t exist 
in San Francisco policing. “Politicians 
and the media need to stop vilifying 
our officers,” declared the 44-second 
radio spot. (Arrest data, which reveals 
African-Americans comprise less than 
six percent of the city’s population but 
more than 40 percent of those arrest- 
ed, suggests otherwise.) 

In their latest ad, the POA defends 
officers’ right to review body camera 
footage prior to writing police reports. 

Reviewing footage will sharpen of- 
ficers’ recall of tense situations, POA 
president Martin Halloran proclaims, 
and will also “show the professional- 
ism, courage, and restraint [police] 
display when faced with inappropri- 
ate behavior and the lack of respect 
[they] often endure.” 

This practice is endorsed by the U.S. 
Department of Justice but opposed by 
the ACLU and police watchdog groups. 
In San Francisco, where Mayor Ed Lee 
has earmarked $6.6 million to pay for 
police body cameras, debate over who 
gets to review footage, and when, is 
stalled. A working group of city agen- 
cies has yet to approve a draft body 
camera policy proposal. 

Attorney Rebecca Young from the 
Public Defender’s office proposed a 
compromise: let officers review footage 
only after they've filed reports. 

As the draft policy enters its public 
comment phase, the POA’s ads ring out 
like a clarion call: cameras don’t lie, but 
truth is in the eye of the beholder. JL

Condom machines are coming 
to California prisons, but 
critics Say safer sex means 
more dangerous inmates. 


Orgasms are contraband in 
California prisons, where sex between 
inmates, like visible masturbation, is ille- 
gal. But just as black market economies 
for cigarettes and drugs thrive behind 
bars, so does an illicit sex trade. 

That doesn’t mean STDs should also 
thrive. 

In July, the California Department 
of Corrections and Rehabilitation in- 


stalled condom dispensers in four state 
prisons: San Quentin, Corcoran, Mule 
Creek, and California Medical Facility 
in Vacaville. Three to four more insti- 
tutions will follow each month over a 
five-year period. 

The California Correctional Peace 
Officers Association, the prison guard 
union, predicts disaster. 

“Condoms can be used to hide or 
transport drugs, be melted down into 
stabbing weapons, or be used as sling- 
shots to fire projectiles,” reads a state- 
ment from Chuck Alexander, president 
of CCPOA. “They’re also the perfect 
balloon for ‘gassing’ officers.” (“Gas- 
sing’ is when inmates throw urine, 
feces, or other bodily fluids.) 

Joe Orlando, a spokesman for the 
CDCR, dismisses talk of weaponized 


condoms. “It’s been very uneventful,” 


accessed more than 21,000 condoms. 


practice for municipal jails,” adding, 


he says of the program, adding that as 
recently as two weeks ago, none of the 
four prisons reported any condom-re- 
lated infractions. 

This is partly because safeguards are 
built-in. Condom dispensers are made 
from the same bulletproof material as 
prison guards’ riot shields (250 times 
stronger than glass), so tampering 
won't yield much. And since inmates 
are allowed three free condoms at a 
time, supply and demand isn’t an issue. 
Disposal is a concern, albeit a minor 
one since prison sewage systems have 
accommodated flushed condoms with- 
out needing an upgrade. 

“Uneventful” as it may be, the pro- 
gram is certainly busy: In the first six 
weeks, approximately 13,000 prisoners 


It’s also cheap. The CDCR spent about 
$128,000 to launch the program — or 
$1.17 per inmate. Compare that to the 
estimated $1,000 per day to treat an 
inmate with Hepatitis C, the $84,000 
cost of a 12-week Hep C treatment 
course, or the $24,000 to $60,000 an- 
nual cost of HIV regimens. 


“CDCR is covering all expenses itself 


and will continue to do so,” Orlando 
notes. 

Condoms for inmates may be a 
novel — and controversial — idea in 
California, but the San Francisco Coun- 
ty jail has had a similar program since 
1989 (L.A. County has offered con- 
doms since 2001). Sheriff Ross Mirk- 
arimi says the new statewide initiative 
“stops way short in not mandating this 


“Almost all county jail systems in the 
state haven't opted in.” 

Condom-related violations at the 
jail have been “minimal,” Mirkarimi 
says, and the health benefits far out- 
weigh the vigilance required. 

California doesn’t track all STDs 
among inmates, but according to the 
CDCR, 987 inmates currently have 
HIV, while 9,329 inmates tested posi- 
tive for Hepatitis C (which isn’t always 
sexually transmitted) in the most re- 
cent fiscal year. 

“HIV is far more likely to be spread 
by dirty needles in prison, where drug 
use is common,” the prison guards 
complain. “Will we be passing out clean 
needles next?”

The Man Who Cursed the Mayor

Ilych Sato’s introduction to 
politics was through his parents, trade 
union members and activists who raised 
him in a San Francisco home with posters 
of Che Guevara and Lenin on the walls. 

Sato, known in the Bay Area hip- 
hop scene as Equipto, was also intro- 
duced to music through his parents, 
who gave him Run DMC’s first record 
for Christmas one year. 

This week, at least, Equipto is 
best-known as the man who angrily 
confronted Mayor Ed Lee during a 
chance encounter in a restaurant. In 
a video posted to social media and 
shared around the world, Equipto 
told Lee in a heated, one-sided volley 
that — among other things — the first 
Chinese-American mayor of a major 
American city is a “disgrace to Asians.” 

Last week, we sat down with Equip- 
to after he got off work from his day 
job as a preschool teacher on Valencia 
Street. (He’s also scheduled to perform 
with A-Plus of the Hieroglyphics crew 
on Nov. 5 at the Brick and Mortar 
Music Hall). 

This interview has been edited for 
clarity and brevity. 

SF Weekly: Set the scene for us. 

EQUIPTO: I’m at Max’s Opera 
Cafe, I’m there with my family, and 
we re about to go see the Panther mov- 
ie |The Black Panthers: Vanguard of the 
Revolution]. I’m sitting there with my 
mom and my sister and my nephews, 
and it was my mom who brought it to 
my attention. “Look who’s sitting over 
there.” Ten feet away. 

Personally, I’m in a bad mood. 

I’m dealing with music, trying to put 
together a tour by myself, and I‘d just 
gotten off of work. But I see him, and 
I’m thinking, “I gotta say something.” I 
said, “I’m gonna say something to this 
dude Ed Lee.” I put it on Facebook, “I’m 
sitting next to Ed Lee. Something’s 
gonna happen.” 

In my mind, when I envisioned it, he 
was still gonna be sitting down, and I 
was gonna go to shake his hand and pull 
back and say, “No, you're a piece of shit.” 

[honestly didn’t think about the 
impact it was going to make. But I was 
thinking of my nephews. I was think- 
ing, “This would be good to represent 
and show what it’s all about.” 

I’m there, and I’m wondering why 
nobody’s even talking to this guy right 
now. This guy is throwing people out 
onto the street, disgracing San Fran- 
cisco, and he’s having a quiet meal? 

In a public place? That should not be 
happening. 
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We should be able to talk to this guy. 
You don’t have to set up a meeting. He 
only has a meeting when there’s money 
under the table, so there’s no way he’s 
gonna meet with me. 

People there were afraid to say any- 
thing. They were just gonna eat their 
meal and go home to the same shit. I 
could have been that same person and 
gone home and felt like that. But all 
night, I would have been like, “I should 
have said something.” 

SFW: What did you mean he was a 
disgrace to Asians? 

E: My family (Equipto’s father was 
born in a Japanese internment camp 
during World War IT) and all the Asians 
that ’'m involved with are wholeheart- 
edly beautiful people who sacrificed 
their lives for the struggle. We need to 
be aware of how much, during the civil 
rights struggle, the black man helped 
us out. We don’t acknowledge that. 
We're, “We got our thing going on, let’s 
just keep going.” That shit ain’t cool. 
That’s not how I was raised. 

[Mayor Lee] is disconnected with 
the struggle. He’s disconnected, but 
he knows. There’s no way in the world 
he doesn’t know. He’s being a yes man 
with people around him, “Take the 
money, honey, from bigwigs to his 
wife. But that’s what happens. You 
hang around ten corrupt people, you're 
gonna be the eleventh. Believe that. 

Almost what I mean was, the dis-

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grace is what he can do... all the possi- 
bilities, all the things he can do. 

I wanted to let him know that as an 
Asian, as a Japanese-American, that I 
am embarrassed he’s San Francisco’s 
mayor and doing things like this. 

SFW: If you could do it again, 
would you say the same things? 

E: I’d just add onto it. 

A couple people are trying to get me 
to sit down with him — a person who 
works for the mayor, in the mayor's 
office, is trying to get me to sit down 
with him. It’s a trip. I’m open to it. I 
definitely would do it. I’m like, this is 
my duty now. And if not, I'll see him 
again. There'll be another Max’s. 

I’m not gonna apologize to him for 
nothing. For what? What did I do? I 
spoke my mind to the mayor of our city. 
I'd still call him a disgrace to Asians and 
say he should be ashamed of himself. I'd 
still say he’s a disgrace. Because he is. 

I only raised my voice at the end 
because he started walking away. And 
he sort of shrugged his shoulders, like, 
“Oh well!” 

SF W: Now what? Are people going 
to vote him out? (Lee is heavily fa- 
vored to win a second term, against a 
field of first-time candidates with little 
financial and institutional support. 
Equipto, for his part, is supporting 
Amy Farrah-Weiss for mayor.) 

E: Most people I talk to in my circle 
don't care. They may say they care but 
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Ilych Sato, a.k.a. Equipto, 
photographed at Companeros del 
Barrio preschool in the Mission. 


that’s through their actions. You can’t 

believe anyone who says “Free Mumia” 
or “Free Palestine” if they’re not doing 
anything or contributing. 

For most people, [the election] is 
definitely not a priority. When I men- 
tion it to them they say, “Oh yeah it’s 
coming up?” That’s sad, too. 

This is part of the awakening we 
need to do within our own circle. A 
lot of my family, my friends, they’ve 
lost faith in the system. A lot of peo- 
ple think voting gets fixed. And you 
talk about momentum? All the media 
coverage is like, “He [Ed Lee] is gonna 
win by a landslide.” That discourages 
the people. “He’s gonna win by a land- 
slide?” Why even vote? 

A lot of people are just into our 
selfish survival. We're into our daily 
planning. 

I wasn’t so far away from the per- 
centage of not giving a damn. But I had 
a change of heart. I had a sense of re- 
ality for what can really happen to this 
city. And I won't stop for nothing. 

This is a do-or-die election. Because 
another four years of Ed Lee is destruc- 
tion. We’ve already seen what hap- 
pened — imagine him with a new term.

ASSASSINATION 


It’s the stuff of political nightmares: 
your name suddenly becomes a 
hashtag, and potential voters take 
potshots at you in 140 damning 
characters. 

In a Chronicle story published 
Oct. 7, District 3 supervisor Julie 
Christensen, currently waging a 
tough election campaign against 
Aaron Peskin, was quoted as saying 
this about fellow supe Jane Kim: 

‘Jane can bring out these hor- 
ror stories — most of which have 
not taken place, even in California 
— and the property owners have 
their own horror stories.” 

Christensen was pissing on the 
idea that predatory landlords are 
evicting people en masse. In fact, 
sometimes tenants are the prob- 
lem, she seemed to imply. 

Supervisor Kim, irked by this 
accusation of fearmongering, 
launched a hashtag on Oct. 8., 
#DearJulilelmReal, that caught on 
well enough to briefly trend in San 
Francisco. 

With help from Tweeters 
citywide, Kim's hashtag reminded 
Christensen that housing horror 
stories do exist, and people really 
are getting screwed by shitty 
landlords. 


SLEEP DEALS 

SF Weekly recently visited DozeSE, a 
startup offering 25-minute naps in 
pods. We worried that, at $20 a 
pop, Doze would price out average 
working schmoes. 

That’s why Brandon Smith, 
Doze’s owner, is changing his 
pricing model. Customers can 
now pay $80 per month for un- 
limited naps, or “pay what [they] 
want” for individual naps. Cus- 
tomers who register for an indi- 
vidual nap online can choose any 
amount between $0 and $30 for a 
25-minute appointment. 

Smith said that people who 
sampled a free nap weren't sure 
they would return for $20. 

“When asked what they would 
pay, many scratched their heads, 
revealing that [they] didn’t know 
the market value of a nap,’ Smith 
said. “We just can’t conceptual- 
ize any other option than those 
already quantified (e.g., the price 
of coffee, a 5-hour energy, or Ad- 
derall).”

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WHAT A REGULATED CALIFORNIA CANNABIS MARKETPLACE WILL MEAN 10 YOU. 


The Results 
of Regulation 


California government is finally 
on board with the state’s enormous canna- 
bis industry. Last week, Gov. Jerry Brown 
signed into law the Medical Marijuana Reg- 
ulation and Safety Act (MMRSA), a package 
of laws that — at long last — attempt to 
get a handle on how the state’s biggest cash 
crop is grown, processed, and sold. 

Every step of the supply chain will, by 
2018, be overseen by a new Sacramento 
office called the Bureau of Medical Mari- 
juana Regulation. Run by 
a “weed czar” appointed 
by the governor, the 
BMMR will issue state 
licenses to commercial 
cannabis businesses, 
which will also need to be 
licensed and approved by 
local authorities at the city 
or county level. 

The rules were a long 
time coming, arriving al- 
most 20 years after voters 
legalized medical mari- 
juana with Prop. 215 in 
1996, and 12 years after 
the Legislature last acted 
on the issue with 2003's 
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SB 420. It will be some time yet before 
real change is felt, as existing businesses 
have until 2018 to secure state licenses 
— but what can industry insiders and 
consumers expect? 

First, some basic reminders: medical 
cannabis patient rights under Prop. 215 
are untouched. You are still allowed to 
grow and consume limited amounts 
without a commercial license. And this 
has nothing to do with what may or may 
not happen with future attempts to le- 
galize recreational marijuana. 

LOCAL BANS STAND 

If you live on the Peninsula, you 
know this already: it can be hard to find 
a legal cannabis store. Many cities and 

counties around the 

state strictly limit or 

ban outright dispen- 

saries or cultivation 

in some way. All of 

those bans stand, 
until campaigns under- 
way in places like Yuba 
County succeed in over- 
turning them. Allowing 
local bans was crucial in 
earning support from 
Brown and other influ- 
ential state powerbro- 
kers, but critics say this 
only encourages black 
market activity. 

Moreover, if an 
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existing marijuana operation is ina 
county that decides not to issue a local 
license, it will have to shut down. “There 
is going to be a lot of disruption in the 
supply chain,” said attorney Matt Ku- 
min, who specializes in marijuana. 

For consumers, this means total un- 
certainty. However, prices have remained 
on a relatively stable downward trend for 
years. We suspect this will continue as 
the industry becomes more legitimate. 

PROFIT IS LEGALIZED 

Under current regulations, can- 
nabis dispensaries must be nonprofit 
collectives or cooperatives. Under the 
MMSRA, a cannabis business can be a 
nonprofit — or an LLC or a corpora- 
tion, which can turn profits. 

Profit will have to wait until state 
licenses are issued, but profit will no 
longer be a reason for law enforcement 
raids (at least from state cops). 

ADVANTAGE TO BIG BOYS 

There are 17 different types of mar- 
ijuana licenses available — covering ev- 
ery aspect of the industry, from cultiva- 
tion to manufacturing to sales — and no 
one entity can have licenses in too many 
categories. This will discourage vertical 
integration, but businesses in place as of 
July are exempt. This means a handful 
of businesses around the state will be 
able to keep supply chain monopolies. 


HOW MUCH IS TOO MUCH? 
NOBODY KNOWS 


Outgoing state law sets possession 
limits, but these were declared uncon- 
stitutional in a 2010 state Supreme 
Court decision. Yet, those standards are 
still used by law enforcement (except in 
counties, like San Francisco, where you 
are allowed more plants). 

The new laws don’t set limits per 
se, but they do say how large a garden 
can be. For individual patients, it’s 100 
square feet. For commercial marijuana 
production, total canopy can be no larg- 
er than an acre. How many plants can fit 
in an acre? “A lot,’ one grower told me. 
This could lead to some confusion, but 
most observers believe that a commer- 
cial license will protect most large-scale 
growers from criminal prosecution, as 
the bills provide for civil — not criminal 
— penalties in the form of fines if a gar- 
den is found to be too big. 

THE END OF THE EMERALD 
TRIANGLE? 

Cannabis is synonymous with Men- 
docino and Humboldt counties, where 
tens of thousands of small homesteaders 
grow marijuana because the climate is 
suitable and because it’s hard to finda 
pot patch tucked into a remote mountain 
valley. In a regulated commercial land- 
scape, however, being hard to access pro- 
vides little competitive advantage. Large- 
scale marijuana production facilities will 
likely shift to the Central Valley, where 
land is cheap and plentiful, and where 
large highways lead directly to population 
centers in Southern California. 

Northern California outdoor won't go 
away — the market has proven demand 


for organic, boutique strains whose ge- 
netics only a few farmers possess — but 
production will shift south. 

STILL MOSTLY CASH ONLY 

Cannabis will still be a mostly 
cash-only business in California for 
the near future. Both banks and credit 
unions have been scared off by federal 
authorities from accepting deposits 
from cannabis businesses. (After all, 
drug-related assets are subject to 
forfeiture.) 

Cannabis is not entirely bank-less: 
some dispensaries do take credit cards, 
and some daring — and anonymous — 
credit unions accept marijuana deposits, 
but in both situations, somebody is tell- 
ing a lie to someone along the way. 

Both Board of Equalization mem- 
ber Fiona Ma and state Assemblyman 
Jim Wood (D-Healdsburg) — one of 
the authors of the regulations — have 
pledged to work on state legislation that 
would allow the marijuana industry to 
use banks, but for now, the cash-mostly 
situation will continue. 

NUMBERS TIME 

$44 million: sales tax collected on 
medical cannabis in California in 2014. 

25 percent: number of dispensaries 
that actually paid their taxes, according 
to the Board of Equalization. 

$1.2 billion to $1.8 billion: total sales 
of cannabis at dispensaries in California. 
(This range is wide because sales taxes 
can range from 8 percent (in Humboldt) 
to 10 percent (in Los Angeles).

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It started with the banging. 

A few months after Blane Bachelor 
and Chris Tilton moved into their new 
home on the corner of Rotteck Street 
and Cayuga Avenue, just a few blocks 
down the hill from the Glen Park 
BART station, they were woken up at 
3 a.m. on December 3, 2014, by loud, 
pounding thuds. 

Raoul Cobar and Susan Garduno, 
who lived around the corner on Cayuga 
Avenue, heard the banging, too. 

Donna Marie Ponferrada, who also 
lived on Cayuga, didn’t hear the bang- 
ing, but her grandmother and aunt, 
who lived in a house a few doors down, 
were startled by the sounds coming 
from downstairs. They telephoned 
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Ponferrada. Was someone breaking 
into the house? Were there burglars? 

“We were thinking, ‘What in the 
world is that horrible sound?” Bache- 
lor recalls. 

Then they looked outside. 

Cobar ran to his front door. Like 
most of the Mediterranean-style houses 
on the street, his front door is one story 
up from street level, at the top of an 
exterior staircase. It was dark outside 
and pouring rain. He heard a neighbor 
calling to him, “Your car, your car.” 

“T look outside,” Cobar recalls. “My 
car is floating across the street.” 

Cayuga Avenue was a river. The 
banging was caused by the lids of the 
manholes. They kept popping off, says

Victoria Sanchez, who lives on that 
last block of Cayuga, “like champagne 
corks.” The paved-over creek that gives 
the little neighborhood of Cayuga its 
name had taken back the street. 

In the morning, the neighbors as- 
sessed the damage. The sounds Donna 
Marie’s aunt and grandmother had 
heard were the contents of their garage 
— Donna Marie’s just-paid-off Ford 
Explorer and 10 years worth of storage 
— floating in several feet of water. 

Bachelor and Tilton, who had just 
moved into their house and had yet to 
unpack completely, were confronted 
with a garage full of computers and 
camping equipment covered with a 
layer of filth. 
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Cobar had to climb into his base- 
ment through the windows. Inside, “it 
was like you had tipped over a ship,” he 
says. “Stuff was all over. You couldn't 
get in a door.” 

Worst of all was the smell. “Feces,” 
Cobar says. “It’s feces.” 

When Cayuga floods, it doesn’t just 
flood with rainwater rushing over land 
to fill the quasi-natural basin formed 
by the residential street meeting the 
rise of I-280. When Cayuga floods, the 
underbelly of San Francisco belches: 
sewage from toilets flushed upstream 
of this little cul-de-sac flows into base- 
ments, garages, and backyards. 

After the storm came the cleanup. 
The city of San Francisco flooded Cayu- 
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ga again, this time with work crews in 
Hazmat suits. 

“They said, ‘Don’t worry about any- 
thing,” says Cobar, as he stands in the 
dusty basement of the house he shares 
with his fiancee, Garduno. The floors 
are unfinished plywood, the bottom 
half of all the walls are gone. 

“We're going to take care of it all. 
We're going to demo what’s here, and 
we re going to replace it as good or bet- 
ter than it was.” Cobar knocks on an 
exposed stud. “Or better.” 

Before the flood, this room was 
finished. The walls were covered with 
pine wainscotting that Cobar installed 
himself. There was a tiled kitchen with 
a working stove in the back. »>>pi12

Shit Storm from p10 


There was a bathroom. Now you can 
see how high the floodwaters went, 
because that’s how high the demolition 
crews ripped out the sheetrock. 

It’s been almost a year since the 
flood, and the city has not fulfilled its 
promise. The only good thing, Cobar 
and Garduno say, is that they can’t 
smell the stink anymore. They are 
used to the faint whiff of lingering 
dampness. 

The promised cleanup was ham- 
pered by a second flood. Eight days 
later, as residents were still sorting 
through sodden belongings and pre- 
paring to file legal claims, the waters 
returned. The second major storm last 
December sent high tides pouring over 
the Embarcadero, cancelled classes for 
San Francisco public schools, and un- 
leashed another torrent of floodwater 
through Cayuga. 

To Ponferrada, there was a certain 
serendipity to the second flood. It 
couldn’t destroy the neighborhood any 
further — and now, there were wit- 
nesses. “The crews and the trucks were 
here cleaning up. The manhole at the 
very end of the cul-de-sac was spewing, 
and I was like, ‘Ha! Now you guys are 
experiencing this firsthand!” 

Garduno was less amused. “After 
the first one, on December 3, I was 
telling myself, telling my family, my 
neighbors: I am not going to be here 
for another flood,” she says. “Damn it, 
but a week later we had another one. 
And I was still here. I shouldn’t have 
opened my mouth.” 

Signs of last year’s floods are still 
visible in the neighborhood. People still 
have sandbags outside their homes. 
Inside the houses, basements are still 
gutted. Bachelor and her husband have 
spent $9,000 installing a trench drain, 
backvalve, and sump pump in their 
garage, but the rest of their basement 
— formerly a one-bedroom apartment 
— is still bare to the studs. Michael 
Sanchez, who lives in the basement 
unit of his mother Victoria’s house, has 
put up some new sheetrock to make his 
room liveable, but it’s still under con- 
struction, and he has to keep the win- 
dows open because of the damp. Cobar 
and Garmudo paid to put down a new 
floor, but they don’t have the capital to 
complete the rest of the work. 

Ponferrada’s grandmother, 93 years 
old and suffering from Alzheimer’s, 
had her furnace totalled by the flood. 
With no money to fix it, Donna Marie 
and her family members have pitched 
in to buy a portable electric heater for 
the winter. “We bought her a lot of 
robes and an electric blanket,” Ponfer- 
rada says. 

It’s not an ideal situation, but the 
Ponferradas are struggling to come up 
with $10,000 to fix the sidewalk — 
which is caving in due to flood damage 
— outside her grandmother’s house. 
This work, required by the city of San 
Francisco, must take precedent over 
the busted furnace. 

It’s a nightmare, and for the long- 
term residents of the neighborhood, 
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a recurring one. This has happened 
before — in February 2004, a flood of 
the same magnitude caused similar 
damage to the neighborhood — and 
this will happen again. 

Cayuga is a known trouble spot for 
San Francisco’s aging sewer system. 
The San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission, which manages the 
city’s sewers, has acknowledged that 
the coming El Nifio winter might lead 
to more flooding here and at the city’s 
other flood-prone low spot, the area 
around 17th and Folsom streets in the 
Mission District. 

For Hans Art, who has run an auto 
repair shop at 17th and Folsom for 36 
years, flooding has become a near an- 
nual occurrence. Art is used to putting 
on galoshes and cleaning his property 
of the sewage-filled stormwater that 
flows up manholes and drain pipes 
into his parking lot. 

The city has helped some flooded 
residents get back on their feet. The 
City Attorney’s office has paid out 
about $2.1 million in claims related 
to the December flooding, about 
$373,000 of that to Cayuga residents, 
and about $1.4 million to residents 
and businesses around 17th and Fol- 
som. The city also spent about $3.5 


million on cleanup and demolition. 

But the Ponferradas and many 
others have had their claims denied. 
(Of the 57 claims filed by Cayuga 
residents, 16 were denied and an- 
other 10 remain open. Matt Dorsey, 
spokesman for the City Attorney’s 
office, says that the denial of a claim 
doesn’t mean the city won't ultimate- 
ly pay, but that it’s part of the process 
that allows a claimant to proceed to 
litigation.) 

Mark W. Epstein, an attorney now 
representing many Cayuga and 17th 
and Folsom residents, successfully 
sued the city over the flooding issue 
in 2004, and estimates that the city 
owes his current clients about $5 mil- 
lion in damages. The residents filed a 
lawsuit against the city, SFPUC, and 
the Department of Public Works on 
Aug. 20. 

San Francisco’s sewers have a 
flooding problem. The city knows it. 


The residents who deal with it know it. 


But there’s no indication that one of 
the richest cities in America is doing 
anything to stop an inevitable flood of 
shit from pouring into the homes and 
businesses of certain residents. 

Meanwhile, the winter — and the 
rain — is coming. 
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Water flows downhill. You can divert 
it with a dam, channel it through a gut- 
ter, or send it underground into a sewer. 
But water will flow the way it wants to 
flow, and it wants to flow downhill. 

For San Francisco, a hilly peninsula 
with peaks and valleys famous for steep 
grades, hydraulics are complicated by 
extreme — and early — urbanization. 

The city is almost entirely paved 
over. Almost all the water that falls 
from the sky will land on a roof ora 
street. If it lands on a roof, it’s routed 
by gutters into a pipe and down into a 
sewer. If it lands on a street, it will flow 
to the side of the road, to a catch basin, 
and down into a sewer. 

Underneath the layer of pavement 
that covers San Francisco is a network 
of 1,000 miles of pipe. The pipes fol- 
low every street and connect to every 
home and building. This is the subter- 
ranean landscape through which cours- 
es the water that San Franciscans use 
and discard on a daily basis. 

Every other city in California 
(except for a small portion of Sacra- 
mento) has separate sewer systems 
for wastewater — the water that flows 
from toilets, showers, and sinks — and 
stormwater. In those cities, the rain

water travels from the catch basins and 
gutters along pipes to an open body of 
water or river, untouched by any other 
civic interventions. In San Francisco, 
the systems are combined. Rainwater 
is routed into the same pipes that 
carry raw sewage and runoff from 
showers and sinks to the city’s three 
wastewater treatment plants. 

On a dry day, the result of over 
840,000 people flushing the toilets, 
hogging the shower, and cooking a 
meal is 65 million gallons of sludgy, 
stinky water that flows through this 
network of pipes, following the natural 
course of gravity, until it reaches a 
water treatment plant. There, liquid 
is separated from solids. The water is 
purified, the waste is cooked, and both 
are returned to nature (via the ocean, 
bay, or dumptruck). 

On a wet day, the 65 million gallons 
of wastewater can be joined by hun- 
dreds of millions of gallons of storm- 
water. According to the SFPUC, the 
total capacity of the system is about 
500 million gallons per day. But some 
storms bring more water »>pl4 
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than that, or bring too much water, 
too quickly, overwhelming the pipes’ 
capacity. 

“There are times when the whole 
system is maxed out,” says Jean 
Walsh, an agency spokeswoman. 
“That’s when we start using the relief 
valves” — releasing partially treated 
water into the ocean or bay through 
a network of discharge gates — “and 
that’s when we start seeing spots in 
the city start bubbling up.” 

17th and Folsom and the Cayu- 
ga neighborhood are two of those 
spots in the city that “bubble up.” 
Both locations are near the bottom 
of watersheds — although they are 
not the lowest points. The pipes at 
17th and Folsom receive all the water 
from Twin Peaks and everywhere 
in between. After rushing quickly 
downhill, that water tends to slow 
and pool at 17th and Folsom before 
heading further downstream and out 
toward the bay. For Cayuga, the pipes 
carry water from Glen Park and the 
Outer Mission. When it hits Cayuga, 
the water is forced to wait until it can 
pass into a too-small sewer under 
Alemany Boulevard and head further 
downstream. 

When too much water arrives at 
these locations — and doesn’t have 
room to move farther downstream — 
it will burst up out of the manholes, 
catch basins, and drains and spill up 
onto the street. 

Flooding has been a regular oc- 
currence at 17th and Folsom fora 
century, the SFPUC points out. Before 
it was a hub for light industry and 
small businesses, the neighborhood 
was actually a tidal marsh. Cayuga was 
a stream bed before it was paved over 
and houses were built. The construc- 
tion of the freeway complicated the 
topography by creating a dam at the 
end of Cayuga’s cul-de-sac. 

But the residents of both areas 
believe that the situation has gotten 
worse over the years. Art, who opened 
his auto repair shop at 17th Street 
and Folsom in 1978, says there was 
no flooding at all for the first dozen or 
so years in the neighborhood. 

Since the 2004 flood, he says, he’s 
been flooded almost every year. 

Art and the other residents in- 
volved in the lawsuit believe that the 
flooding is getting worse because 
SFPUC keeps doing maintenance work 
upstream, without doing matching 
work downstream. Art is a mechanic, 
and he thinks about things mechan- 
ically. “It’s Manning’s Equation,” he 
says. ‘When you increase the size of 
the pipes upstream, you need to in- 
crease the pipes downstream, too.” 

Manning’s Equation is on the 
tongues of all the Cayuga residents, 
who've been taking a crash course in 
hydraulics to understand why their 
neighborhood is a seasonal cesspool. 

“My friends that are in engineering 
school all say this is just engineering 
101,” says Ponferrada. “It’s the Man- 
ning’s Curve.” 
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Manning’s Equation, a basic con- 
cept of hydraulics, is quite complicated 
to print (V=(k/n) ne 3S/*) but the 
phenomenon the neighbors describe is 
simple enough. 

When it rains, the water that falls 
upstream of Cayuga or 17th and Fol- 
som flows into the sewers and then 
downstream until it reaches the sew- 
age treatment plant. 

If there is no room in the pipes up- 
stream, the rainwater will puddle on 
the streets (usually at intersections) 
and wait there, on the surface, until it 
can flow into the sewer pipes and on 
downstream. 

Those upstream puddles can be an 
inconvenience, both for traffic and for 
pedestrians, but they limit the vol- 
ume of water that is flowing toward 
the low lying areas that are prone to 
flooding. This puddle water is also 
comparatively clean, since it has yet 
to reach the sewers and mix with the 
water flushed from toilets. 


Over the years, the neighbors al- 
lege, SFPUC has made improvements 
around the city to widen the pipes 
upstream. This means fewer big pud- 
dles and fewer small floods around 
Union Square or on Market Street. 
But it also means that more water is 
getting into the sewers more quickly, 
increasing the likelihood of flooding 
when that water reaches the low-lying 
choke points in Cayuga and at 17th 
and Folsom — and has nowhere to 
go but up and out into homes and 
businesses. 

And unlike the puddles that occur 
before the water hits the sewers, the 
downstream floodwater is unsani- 
tary. “The bottom line is that the city 
thought they had to put their con- 
tracted workers in Hazmat suits” for 
the cleanup efforts, says Blane Bach- 
elor. “If that’s how they’re protecting 
their workers, what does that mean 
for the people who are living here ev- 
ery day with this?” 
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Walsh, the SFPUC spokeswoman, 
dodged the question of whether the 
agency recognizes that upstream 
improvements worsen the situation 
downstream. 

“The SFPUC conducts a thorough 
systemwide analysis of all potential 
improvements using a highly calibrat- 
ed hydrologic and hydraulic model,” 
she wrote in a statement. “The model 
can identify if any upstream improve- 
ments will introduce downstream 
challenges as well as determine the 
extent to which downstream capacity 
constraints could potentially cause 
challenges upstream.” 

Epstein believes that the SFPUC 
could, if it chose, prevent or alleviate 
this flooding. When San Francisco’s 
sewer system hits its 500 million 
gallons per day capacity, the SFPUC 
can open discharge gates and allow 
partially treated water to flow into 
the Pacific or the bay, freeing up room 
in the city’s network of pipes and

storage tanks. Discharges from San 
Francisco’s combined sewer system 
into the ocean and bay are regulated 
by the Regional Water Quality Control 
Board, which permits the SFPUC a 
certain number of overflows per year, 
but only of partially treated water. 

Epstein contends that the SFPUC 
could, if it chose, take advantage of 
those floodgates. 

“The city knows that when there 
are fairly significant storms, the 
system fails. They know the location 
where it fails,” he says. “The PUC has 
the choice to open up the floodgates 
and allow the sewage out. They have 
the physical ability to let the flow go. 
They're choosing not to, based on 
their desire not to pollute the bay and 
be fined.” 

“Given the option of facing fines 
from the EPA or some unfund- >> p16 
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ed residents,’ he says, “they flood the 
residents.” 

Asked whether SFPUC is indeed 
making this choice, Walsh again 
hedged. In a statement, she wrote, “Lo- 
calized flooding is unrelated to how the 
SFPUC operates the combined sewer 
system. No urban stormwater system 
can be designed to handle all stormwa- 
ter in all storms; there will always be 
storm events that exceed the capacity 
of the sewer system. However, the SF- 
PUC strives to support San Francisco 
residents and businesses in minimiz- 
ing risk of damage from flooding.” 

That’s little comfort to Bachelor, 
who says, “They’re putting raw sewage 
in our homes as a way not to put it in 


the bay.” 


Like the rest of her neighbors, 
Victoria Sanchez has a collection of flood 
documents, ready to display for an inter- 
ested visitor. Blane Bachelor produced a 
stack of documents from a manila file 
folder, and displayed videos and pictures 
on her iPad. Susan Garduno brought out 
a photo album that included newspaper 
clippings of major floods and the day 
Mayor Ed Lee came to visit. Donna Ma- 
rie Ponferrada has files detailing all her 
extended family’s dealings with the city, 
including the rejected claims that she 
had hoped would pay for a new furnace 
for her grandmother. 

Mrs. Sanchez, as she’s known 
up and down the block, brings out 
an album full of photographs she 
took during the 2004 flood of semi- 
submerged cars and a river of angry, 
brown water — when she was home 
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alone during the day and one of the 
few witnesses to the six-foot deep 
inundation. She also shows me 
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her framed wedding photograph, 
now shredded and warped beyond 
recognition. 

“Everytime I look at my wedding 
picture, I get disgusted,” she says. 

When Mayor Lee visited the neigh- 
borhood in the aftermath of last De- 
cember’s flooding, one of the solutions 
he floated was for the city to buy out 
the homeowners and knock down the 
homes. Mrs. Sanchez understands the 
impulse to flee. “My neighbor sold her 
house because she couldn't take it any- 
more. She said, ‘Vicky, I’ve had it.’ I say, 
‘Where am I going to go?’ I’m a senior. 
I got my family here. Where am I going 
to go? It’s hard. I can’t start all over 
again. I’m not young anymore.” 

Sanchez attends public meetings 
with the SFPUC. She stands up and 
tells her story. She makes noise. She 
recalls meeting the mayor in the ele- 
vator once when she was at City Hall. 
“T said, ‘Good morning, this is Mrs. 
Sanchez who lives in the Cayuga.’ I 
said, ‘Don’t forget us. I asked him, ‘Are 
you going to do anything?’ He turned 
around and said, ‘Well, it’s going to 
cost us a lot of money.” 

That is about as straight an answer 
as anyone asking whether the city is 
planning to do anything about the 
flooding can get. 
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Despite what the mayor told res- 
idents and the press last December, 
buying residents out doesn’t seem to 
be a viable option. While Mrs. Sanchez 
is hesitant, other residents would go in 
a heartbeat. 

But Tyrone Jue, another spokesper- 
son for the SFPUC, says a buyout plan 
is complicated, and not just because 
removing housing units from a city in 
a housing crunch would be politically 
toxic. “You can’t do an eminent domain 
process just to minimize the liability 
of the city for claims,” Jue says. “It 
would have to be attached to some sort 
of larger benefit for the sewer system. 
And many people have lived here for 
years and may not want to move. So it’s 
not as simple as just buying the land.” 

As for actually fixing the problem, 
well, as the mayor told Sanchez, it 
would cost a lot of money — a steadi- 
ly growing amount money which, it 
seems, the SFPUC is not interested in 
spending. 

Following the 2004 flood, the SF- 
PUC studied the problem at Cayuga. By 
July 2004, the Department of Public 
Works’ Bureau of Engineering had 
produced a report identifying the prob- 
lems with the sewer system in the area 
and proposing a solution: upgrading 


the downstream sewer under Alemany 
Boulevard by constructing over a 

mile of new auxiliary sewer — vastly 
increasing the volume of water that 
could be carried away from Cayuga. 

DPW estimated that this would 
cost $61 million. An alternative plan, 
basically to construct a giant storage 
basin and pump station under Rous- 
seau Street, was estimated to cost 
$7.5 million. 

Four years later, documents show 
that SFPUC was considering another 
plan. A 2008 document prepared as 
part of the Sewer System Master Plan 
recommended two solutions to the 
flooding: adding an auxiliary sewer 
on Alemany or building a “diversion 
tunnel” — called the Cayuga Tunnel — 
that would head west from the Cayuga 
area toward the ocean. 

DPW recommended this “west- 
ward” solution, which it estimated 
would cost nearly $250 million. 

In 2010, the eastward and westward 
solutions were incorporated into a 
draft of the Sewer System Master Plan 
as Appendix X. They had been refined 
to include either 6,050 feet of relief 
sewer along Alemany Blvd or nearly 
five miles of 17- and 14- foot diameter 
tunnel heading westward to the ocean. 
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Despite producing these plans, SF- 
PUC is not currently planning to carry 
them out. 

Walsh says of the Alemany auxiliary 
proposal: “Our analysis shows that 
adding a second sewer on Alemany may 
alleviate the flooding at Cayuga but 
could exacerbate flooding downstream 
in the Lower Alemany and Bayshore 
areas. Therefore, the City is not con- 
sidering adding a second sewer on Ale- 
many at this time.” As for the Appendix 
X proposals, Walsh says, “Our current 
evaluation of project options takes into 
account the ideas in the Sewer System 
Master Plan and develops them fur- 
ther, with more detailed information 
regarding performance. We are not 
currently considering the options de- 
scribed in Appendix X.” 

As for 17th and Folsom, Tyrone Jue 
says that the general idea for alleviat- 
ing flooding in the area is to construct 
a “connector tunnel” to increase the 
sewer capacity. The cost for such a 
tunnel would be about $200 million, 
however, and the entire concept is re- 
liant on “another billion dollar project 
that needs to happen perpendicular to 
this,” he says. 

Whether that $200 million col- 
lector tunnel is on SFPUC’s to-do list

is an open question. Following the 
2014 flooding, the SFPUC convened 
a “multi-disciplinary task force com- 
prised of hydraulic engineers, plan- 
ners, project managers, and executive 
leadership” that has “assessed recent 
and historic rainfall data, conducted 
extensive hydraulic modeling, and 
completed technical analyses of both 
area’s sewer system infrastructure,” 
according to Walsh. 

This dream team missed a deadline 
to present findings in August, and 
is now promising to share ideas “at 
community meetings for both neigh- 
borhoods planned for this October and 
November” she says — just in time for 
the rainy season. 

When I spoke to Jue and Walsh at 
the Southeast Water Treatment Center 
last month, they were firm on one 
thing. “All the easy solutions are gone,” 
Walsh said. SFPUC is vague about what 
would comprise an “easy” solution, but 
suggestions from residents — such as 
raising the level of the sidewalk at 17th 
and Folsom to create a natural dam for 
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businesses or digging a cistern under 
the parking lot at the same intersec- 
tion — have been dismissed. 

The SFPUC is about to do major 
work: The agency is embarking on a 
20-year, multi-billion dollar overhaul 
of its facilities that it calls the Sewer 
System Improvement Program. The 
$2.7 billion Phase 1 of the SSIP will 
include upgrading the city’s outdated 
wastewater treatment plants. But the 
priorities for SSIP are big picture items 
like seismic reliability, reducing the 
number of partially treated discharges 
into the bay and ocean, and adapting 
to climate change — not local flooding 
in a few neighborhoods. 

“People are like, “The rain is coming 
this winter. When are you going to 
fix this problem?” Walsh says. “We’re 
going to try to do our best and that 
might happen in twenty years...” 

“Or sooner,’ Jue interrupts. “It’s 
not necessarily twenty years, but the 
easy solutions just aren’t available.” 

In the meantime, residents and 
business owners are largely on their 
own in preparing for what could bea 
wet and stormy winter. DPW provides 
ten free sandbags per resident every 
winter, an offer met with derision 
from residents. “Sandbags are a 
bandaid on a gushing wound,” Blane 
Bachelor scoffs. 

The SFPUC is also encouraging 
residents to purchase flood insurance 
and has started a grant program to re- 
imburse property owners for the cost 
of certain projects — like installing a 
flood barrier in a doorway or a sewer 
backflow preventer. Hans Art, the me- 
chanic at 17th and Folsom, says that 
he worked with the SFPUC for four 
months to get the grant program up 
and running, but in the last week, he 
realized that he won't be able to take 
advantage of it, thanks to legal fine 
print that would require him to hold 
the city harmless and defend the city 
legally if anyone sues over his project. 

According to Walsh, the SFPUC has 
received nine applications for grants so 
far, accepted two, and denied one. 

“People are getting creative,” Walsh 
says of the projects property owners 
are resorting to to protect themselves 
from sewage. She mentions one man 
who raised the entire sidewalk fronting 
his property in order to prevent sew- 
age from flowing in from the street. 

That man is Chris Hickey, and his 
property is at 2140 Folsom, around the 
corner from Art’s auto shop. Hickey 
shows off the raised sidewalk, as well 
as the specially sealed garage doors 
he’s put into the property since he 
bought it three years ago. After Hickey 
raised the sidewalk, he says, the city 
wanted to charge him $2,000 a year to 
inspect the encroachment — a charge 
he had to go to the Planning Depart- 
ment to get waived. 

“You try to fix the problem to pro- 
tect yourself, and then they come after 
you, he says. 

Hickey isn’t feeling particularly 
charitable toward the city of San Fran- 
cisco today. He just received a letter in 
the mail, informing him that he’s re- 
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sponsible for replacing one of the trees 
that line his portion of the block. What 
happened to the tree?, I ask. 

“It washed away in the flood.” 


Californians are used to living on 
the edge. This is a state where people dig 
foundations on active fault lines; where 
homes perch on oceanside cliff tops; 
where wildfires sweep through the state 
ona yearly basis; where an earth- 
quake-vulnerable liquefaction zone sus- 
ceptible to sea level rise is deemed an 
appropriate place to build hospitals, con- 
dominium towers, and a professional 
basketball arena. We watch movies about 
the disasters we anticipate, and then 
head home to the communities we’ve 
built in defiance of the disasters we know 
will one day transpire. 

We build anyway. We take the risk. 

When you talk to the SFPUC about 
the flooding at Cayuga or 17th and 
Folsom, they treat it like any other risk 
of natural disaster. The homeowners, 
they say, have to be responsible for 
their properties — which are at risk of 
flood. “No one can say to anyone’s face 
that we can design a sewer system that 
will handle every single storm of every 
single intensity from now into the fu- 
ture, says Tyrone Jue. 

“The city can’t be responsible for 
every flood,” he adds. “Anything that 
we re going to do from this point for- 
ward has to be considered a partner- 
ship. You can’t just assume someone 
else will take care of it for you. No, 
that’s not how anything else works.” 

This might make sense if the flood- 
ing that residents at Cayuga and 17th 
and Folsom are experiencing was in 
fact a completely natural disaster. If 
those property owners had chosen to 
build at the equivalent of a quickly 
eroding oceanfront cliff, few would ex- 
pect the government to swoop in and 
buttress their foundations. 

But the homes and businesses on 
17th and Folsom and Cayuga aren’t on 
the edge of a cliff. Instead, they’re in 
the middle of a convergence of decades 
of decisions made by municipal engi- 
neers, city planners, and politicians. 

Gravity might make water flow 
from Glen Park to Cayuga Avenue, 
but gravity isn’t responsible for that 
water including an unholy mix of feces, 
bathwater, urine, restaurant grease, 
used condoms, and toilet paper. Every 
single person who flushes a toilet and 
expects not to have to deal with it later 
— every single one of us — is respon- 
sible for that. 

Standing outside of her home of 50 
years with her son Michael, Victoria 
Sanchez says she has little hope that 
the city will actually fix the problem. 
She can’t even get a city worker to 
come out and clear the catch basins of 
leaves, she says, let alone fix the entire 
sewer system. 

And with winter coming, she is 
fearful for what El Nino will bring. 

“They say, oh, it’s an act of God,” 
Mrs. Sanchez says. “No. It’s the plumb- 
ing. It has nothing to do with God.”

In 1966, a couple artists and engineers 
gathered their cohorts from the New 
York art scene and Bell Telephone Labo- 
ratories for nine nights of performance 
art.

We saw Jackson Pollock’s “Convergence” 
for a split second before the squeak of 
our companion’s sneakers provided his 
unequivocal opinion.

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In the years immediately following abolition, most African Americans left off singing spirituals, which genuinely reflected 
the hardships and hopes of slaves. Like survivors of the Holocaust, they chose not to invoke the recent brutality. Expressively, 
minor key keening gave way to gospel’s major key hosanna. However, as young people entered universities, they recognized 
the historic and emotional resonance of these songs. Groups like the Fisk Jubilee Singers took them abroad, raising money 
for struggling black institutions like Fisk University and Tuskegee. Unlike gospel, which offered literal exclamations of the 
Good News, the lyrics of spirituals were veiled. Sweet Canaan could refer to free states north of the Ohio. Songs like “Wade in 
the Water” and “Follow the Drinking Gourd” were covert instructions for escape, while others announced impending at- 
tempts, or new stops on the Underground Railroad. Inspired by the Moses Hogan Choral’s recording of “De Battle of Jericho,” 
Oakland’s Friends of Negro Spirituals was founded in 1998 to preserve and celebrate these coded oral histories. On Negro 
Spirituals Heritage Day, they honor performers and scholars who have abetted this task, notably this year, a young doctoral 


student named Tiearea Robinson.

Known for her radiant, natural looks and impressive emotional range, Ingrid 
Bergman (1915-1982) remains one of cinema’s most indelible, revered screen 
presences. Her name has appeared on numerous greatest-actress lists. In her 
lifetime, she received three Academy Awards and worked with directors such as 
George Cukor, Alfred Hitchcock, Jean Renoir, Roberto Rossellini, and Ingmar 
Bergman. After her personal relationship with Rossellini led to vilification on 
our puritanical shores, she triumphantly revived her career. (“I’ve gone from 
saint to whore and back to saint again,” she said.) In conjunction with the cur- 
rent Ingrid Bergman centenary celebration, the actress has received some local 
spotlight at the Mill Valley Film Festival, and is about to be saluted with a four- 
day retrospective featuring films from both Hollywood and her native Sweden.

MUSHROOM MADNESS 
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If you were casting your net for a diverse haul of humanity, with an eye towards 
obsessives and outliers, you could find no better hobby than mushroom hunting. 
They emerge with the rains — toothless grandmothers, second cousins from the 
old country, mycologists, epicureans, survivalists, shamen, artists, military toxi- 
cologists, and gnome-like naturalists — to wiggle through the underbrush for 
elusive fungi.

In America’s long history, the 
city of Rochester, N.Y., occupies an almost 
mythical place. It’s in Rochester that Fred- 
erick Douglass lived for decades during the 
mid-1800s, founding an influential news- 
paper that broadcast his abolitionist views 
to an international readership. The early 
womens rights leader Susan B. Anthony 
also made Rochester her home. (Both An- 
thony and Douglass are buried there.) And 
it’s in Rochester that two of America’s 
best-known companies, Xerox and Kodak, 
were founded more than 100 years ago. 
Rochester’s recent history is much less glo- 
rious, and the city’s nadir was undoubt- 
edly Kodak’s 2012 bankruptcy — a 
stunning descent for a photography giant 
that had once been the source of 60,000 
steady jobs in the city. 

Home to about 200,000 people (and 
down by a third from its postwar peak), 
Rochester is now a city of extremes 
— the economic antithesis of San Fran- 
cisco. The poorest U.S. city of its size, 
Rochester has 25,000 children living in 
poverty, and 16 percent of its residents 
living in extreme poverty (which, for a 
single person, is defined as earning less 
than $5,885 a year). And New York State 
deems 14 Rochester schools “failing.” 
Still, greater metropolitan Rochester’s 
unemployment rate is just 4.8 percent 
— its best in almost a decade — as oth- 
er area employers, including startups, 
fill the jobs gap left by Kodak's demise. 
And the city’s residents have found a 
way to survive — and thrive — without 
leaning on the venerable maker of cam- 
eras and film. 

This is the environment that pho- 
tographers Alex Webb and Rebecca 
Norris Webb encountered in their visits 
to Rochester after Kodak’s bankruptcy. 
“Memory City” is their photography 
exhibit at San Francisco’s Koch Gallery, 
and the title of a well-received book they 
published in 2014. 

“Ultimately what surprised me about 
Rochester was not the impact of Kodak’s 
decline — I expected to find a somewhat 
depressed upstate New York city — but 
the city’s soulfulness and the discovery 
of its rich cultural history, a history not 
solely of photography, but of poetry 
and music,” Alex Webb said in an email 
interview. “This was utterly unexpected 
and I think is part of what drove both 
Rebecca and me to continue returning 
to the city to photograph.” 

The Webbs are husband and wife, 
with contrasting styles that can be 
entirely complementary. Alex Webb 
is known for his street photos from 
around the world and is a longtime 
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member of Magnum Photos, the dis- 
tinguished photographers’ cooperative 
co-founded by Robert Capa and Henri 
Cartier Bresson. With a background in 
poetry, Rebecca Norris Webb is more in- 
terpretive with her images, which can be 
almost painterly. So in “Memory City,” 
we get both a dreamlike Rochester and a 
more realistically portrayed city. 

Even as Alex Webb’s photos cele- 
brate Rochester, they hint at its segre- 
gated areas. In Fourth of July Fairport, 

a convertible flaunts two American 
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flags in its front seat, parked in a bu- 
colic suburban neighborhood of lawns 
and single-family homes while two 
middle-aged people walk by. In 14621 
Neighborhood, a depiction of an area 
of Rochester with large African-Amer- 
ican and Hispanic populations and a 
high unemployment rate, Webb shows 
two young boys meeting in a similarly 
flagged scene of camaraderie and patri- 
otism. In his Downtown, a young man 
waits pensively by himself at a transit 
stop. Behind him stand other people

who, slightly blurred, look almost like 
apparitions in the reflections of the 
stop’s clear enclosure. 

Rochester’s women were a focus for 
Rebecca Norris Webb, who used Susan 
B. Anthony’s tenure in the city as a 
jumping-off point to explore current 
women’s doings — and relate it to an 
important fact she discovered about 
Anthony. In Amanda and Her Flower 
Girl Dress, 14621 Neighborhood, a young 
woman holds her dress as she peers 
from a window that seems to be broken. 
In Peruvian RIT Student Marcella, RIT 
Housing, Rebecca Norris Webb captures 
a student at Rochester Institute of 
Technology who's behind a window that 
reflects an overcast day. And in Blue 
Secondhand Prom Dress, South Wedge, a 
blue dress hangs on a Rochester porch, 
ready to sway in the wind or — when 
it’s worn — on the dance floor. 

“Photographing in Susan B. An- 
thony’s hometown, it seemed fitting 
to focus on women, especially those 
ordinary women history has long 
overlooked,” says Rebecca Norris 
Webb. “As I read more about Anthony, 
I was surprised to learn that, although 
a Quaker, she’d spent her first pay- 
check as a young teacher on a brightly 
colored dress, a wonderfully human 
contradiction that made her come alive 
in my eyes.” 


After studying Rochester’s history, 
Rebecca Norris Webb also realized that 
the idea of memory — of cementing 
moments in time — was deeply 
ingrained in the city by Rochester’s 
writers. 

“In Rochester, I was nicely surprised 
to discover so many poets had called 
the city home — including John Ash- 
bery, Marie Howe, Cornelius Eady, 
and Ilya Kaminsky,” she says. “In fact, 
Kaminsky’s line, “Time, my twin, take 
me by the hand through the streets of 
your city, was one of my first windows 
into the project. It made me first realize 
that ‘Memory City’ was more than a 
book about Rochester and the fading 
days of Kodak and film. It was also a 
kind of meditation on time itself, a 
concern of both poetry and photogra- 
phy, which share so many traits I call 
them ‘sister arts.” 

Founded by George Eastman, Kodak 
is still a viable company — albeit se- 
verely diminished. After emerging from 
bankruptcy, it still employs about 2,000 
workers in Rochester, generating about 
$2 billion in sales worldwide for its 
products, including printing plates. For 
those who were alive in the 1960s, ’70s, 
and ’80s, Kodak film and cameras were 
as ubiquitous as iPhones are today. But 
while Kodak invented the digital camera 
in 1975, the company’s undoing was 
its reliance on analog products. Camera 
phones finished Kodak, which essential- 
ly disappeared from popular culture. 

Not in Rochester, though: Echoes of 
its place in history are everywhere — 
including the Eastman School of Music 
at the University of Rochester, and 
in the Kodak Tower that still anchors 
downtown. For “Memory City,” Alex 
Webb used his last rolls of Kodachrome, 
formerly one of Kodak’s most popular 
color films, and one that required spe- 
cial processing. Kodak discontinued 
Kodachrome in 2010. 

“Tused Kodachrome, with its deep 
reds and impenetrable blacks, almost 
exclusively for some 30 years,” Alex 
Webb says. “It was a film that helped 
define my vision as a color photogra- 
pher ... So it seemed appropriate to pay 
homage to the film by using it in Roch- 
ester the only way it still can be used: by 
processing it as black and white, which 
comes out slightly distressed, almost 
weathered, like a fading memory.”

Doggie Diner Sphinx 


251 Capp St. (near 18th Street). 


Doggie Diner was one of San 
Francisco’s landmark restaurants, fa- 
mous not for its food but for its capped 
dachshund heads, giant sculptures that 
stood over each of its eateries. The 
heads remain iconic, though not quite 
as globally known as, say, the Sphinx in 
Egypt. Artist Steve Bauer decided he 
could combine the two icons — West 
and East, as it were — and the result is 
Doggie Diner Sphinx, a large painting 
that now fronts an auto body shop on 
Capp Street in the Mission. 

Doggie Diner Sphinx, which went 
up over the summer, is reason 
enough to visit this block of Capp 
Street. But a few feet away is another 
eye-poppingly good work by Bauer: 

A large mural called Capp Street Hon- 
eycomb, with cells and bees by Bauer 
and added work by other artists 

— including koi fish by Jeremy Novy 


— whom Bauer invited to collaborate. 


As Bauer works in the building whose 
wall now features the honeycomb, 
the body shop next door asked him 
to fill the space that Doggie Diner 
Sphinx now occupies, to stop the wall 
from constantly getting tagged. From 
an artist’s perspective, that wasn’t a 
problem. The real challenge was the 
wall itself: It’s made of cinder block, 
with irregular surfaces. 

“The cinder block wall is super 
rough, so I thought, ‘What the hell 
— [ll doa sphinx,” Bauer says. “I 
got the body done, and I was really 
happy with it, and then I thought, 
‘When I first moved into this build- 
ing in 1986, that building with the 
body shop was condemned and had 
a courtyard — and in that courtyard 
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was a Doggie Diner head.’ And I was 
doing the face. And I thought, “What 
the fuck. ’m just going to do a Dog- 
gie Diner head face.” 

Bauer studied art at the University 
of Louisville, and moved to San Fran- 
cisco in 1976 — when Doggie Diner 
was still operating. And when he’s not 
doing art or finishing furniture, he 
plays the drums. 

“The wall is so rough that I 
couldn't do anything with a brush 
on it,” he says, “So I had to rough it 
in with spray cans, and then using 
masking tape to map it all off and do 
the Doggie Diner head. But it looks 
pretty good.” 

So good, in fact, that people who 
walk by that part of Capp Street in- 
quire about it. 

“T have a video of a woman who, 
when she was a child, she and her sis- 
ter sang the Doggie Diner jingle for a 
radio commercial,” says Bauer, who’s 
62. “She came by and saw it, and I 
did a video of her singing the Doggie 
Diner jingle. I should post it on Face- 
book, but I never have time.” JC

A Blossoming Pornomance 


Recently, I made one of my quar- 
terly trips to Southern California to 
soak up the sun and shoot some weird 
fetish porn. This time I brought my 
boyfriend, Sam Solo. We were booked 
for two back-to-back days of shooting, 
including two threesomes, a group 
scene, and more than a few strap-ons. 

It was bound to be an exciting 
couple of days, but the morning of 
our first day of shooting, I found Sam 
pacing the small pink bedroom we 
were staying in. He was wringing his 
hands in panic, sick to his stomach 
with the sudden certainty that not 
only would he perform poorly in the 
upcoming scenes, but that this shoot 
was to be the final scene of his short 
career. 

Porn is hard for people with pe- 
nises. Men (as well as transwomen) 
are expected to maintain a rock-hard 
cock and sometimes also receive anal 
sex under hot lights, in front 
of cameras, strangers, 
and in situations that 
are sometimes far 
from arousing. 
It’s incredibly 
difficult for 
most people, 
yet the per- 
formers who 
are skilled 
enough to do 
it are usually 
paid much 
less than the 
cis female stars 
with whom they A 
perform. Sam’s anx- “og, 
iety, although perhaps 
slightly overblown, was 
understandable. 

But Sam is no noob; he’s respon- 
sible for shooting, editing, and often 
starring in most of the content put 
out by two fetish sites that update 
weekly. He is mostly self-taught, and 
the sites are run on a shoestring bud- 
get — but I swear, that boy was made 
for porn. 

Even though he’s a full month 
my senior, Sam’s boyish good looks 
harken back to a barely-legal, Titanic- 
era Leonardo DiCaprio, and his 
brain is an ever-flowing fountain 
of ideas for kinky scenarios and 
sex acts. In the same way that jazz 
guitarists can take a melody and riff 
off of it, Sam takes porn tropes, pop 
culture references, and edgy fetishes, 
spinning them into an amalgamation 
of smart DIY smut. 

I’m biased, of course, but I tried 
to downplay that aspect as much as 
possible as I gave him the pre-porn 
pep talk. I told him to sit down on 
the floor so I could rub his shoulders. 
I planted a cup of hot chamomile tea 
in front of him and insisted he drink 
at least half. 


I reminded him that we’re both 
more than competent at making 
porn, that we love having sex with 
each other — and that this time, we 
were going to get paid for it. More- 
over, I assured him that if he decided 
he didn’t want to do the shoot, then 
that was okay, too. 

Sam’s breathing began to calm, 
and his shoulders softened a little. 

I kissed him on the cheek and went 
downstairs to finish my hair and 

makeup, thinking that giving him a 
little alone time might do the trick. 

NBA Hall of Famer Bill Russell, 
who claimed 11 championships 
during his 13-year career, is said to 
have thrown up in the locker room 
before every single game he played. 
Sam must have been channeling Rus- 
sell that day because sure enough, the 

next time I saw him, 
he was walking 
onto set in his 
bright red Con- 
verse high-tops, 
ready to make 
some porno 
magic. 
He dueled 
twice with 
strap-ons of a 
gigantic size, 
delivering the 
crucial money 
shot not once, 
but thrice! I 
couldn’t have 
been prouder. 
Later that 
night, we counted 
our money, ordered 
Thai take-out, watched 
a horror movie, and fell asleep 
cuddling. 

Sex work can be intensely isolat- 
ing. So while it’s certainly exciting 
to get paid to fuck someone you're 
in love with, [’ve found that having 
a partner by my side from pre-shoot 
jitters to post-shoot drop (and all the 
enemas and orgasms) is also a bit of a 
revelation. 

Call it pornomance, homance, or 
just good old-fashioned young love, 
but sharing the ups and downs of this 
crazy business can feel as magical 
as puppy love at summer camp. Big 
feelings, tiny crises, and unexpected 
adventures solidify and deepen the 
bonds between us. 

Two days, seven scenes, and 800 
miles later, we rolled back into the 
Bay only to be greeted by a giant 
billboard a block from my house 
reminding us that “Porn Kills Love.” 

I squeezed Sam’s hand as we pulled 
into the driveway, marveling at how 
that threatening statement could be 
so preposterously untrue. 
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Beasts of No Nation 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
There’s an old saying that there are no 
atheists in foxholes, but Cary Joji Fukun- 
aga’s Beasts of No Nation suggests that in 
the fog of war — particularly a guerrilla 
war whose politics are vague at best — 
God seems further away than ever. 
When war comes to the nominally peace- 
ful village of a young African boy named 
Agu (Abraham Attah), his father tells 
him that “Whatever happens, this is God 
testing us,” while he and most of Agu’s 
family are being executed. (An evacua- 
tion car has a verse from Hebrews 12 
painted on the back window: “Our God is 
a consuming fire.” That he is.) After es- 
caping the carnage and wandering in the 
wilderness, Agu finds a new father figure 
in the form of a guerrilla battalion’s 
Commandant (Idris Elba), who teaches 
him how to survive and kill. For all its 
brutality, darkness, and ruminations 
about how a higher power can allow such 
things to happen, Beasts of No Nation is 
also leavened with intentional humor, 
and a stunning central performance by 
newcomer Attah. And it may not be an 
entirely fair comparison, but Idris Elba 
disappears into this fictional warlord in 
the way he never quite could into Nelson 
Mandela in 2013.

Momentum 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the 4-Star Theatre. 
After the horribleness of Ralph 
Ziman’s Kite last October, one might be 
nervous about another cartoonish, fe- 
male-led action film shot in South Af- 
rica and featuring a prominent 
African-American actor slumming ina 
glorified cameo. But Stephen S. Cam- 
panelli’s Momentum is no Kite, and if 
Morgan Freeman seems even less en- 
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gaged here than Samuel L. Jackson did 
in Ziman’s film, at least the overall 
movie is far more entertaining (and fea- 
tures a strong lead in Olga Kurylenko). 
The story is pretty basic spy stuff: Alex 
(Kurylenko) is an expert thief whose 
identity is revealed when that One Last 
Heist goes awry — and an odd heist it 
is, looking for all the world like Daft 
Punk robbing a bank. He must avoid the 
authorities, as well as a sadistic assassin 
(James Purefoy) who’s on the payroll of 
a crooked senator (Freeman). Tonally, 
the fast-paced Momentum resembles the 
Pierce Brosnan vehicle The November 
Man, which also starred Kurylenko as 
the mostly passive, oft-objectified dam- 
sel; here, Kurylenko is in the Brosnan 
role as the quick-on-her-feet badass, 
complete with such clichés as the bad 
guy marveling, “Damn, she’s good!” Mo- 
mentum loses some goodwill early on 
with a gratuitous shot of Kurylenko in 
her undies — just couldn't resist, could 
you, Campanelli? — but by the end, it’s 
hard not to look forward to the sequel it 
promises. SC

Tonje Hessen 
Schei’s Drone is not about the underap- 
preciated music genre, but about the fly- 
ing robots that spy on and kill people 
from above. Movies with the title It Hap- 
pened Here are never about pleasant 
things — the last notable film by that 
name was Kevin Brownlow’s 1965 
faux-documentary about Nazis occupy- 
ing wartime England — and Lisa F. Jack- 
son's new film continues the trend. This 
It Happened Here examines the perva- 
siveness of sexual assault on college cam- 
puses and the shameful ways in which 
the institutions try to cover it up, as 
when Amherst blamed one survivor and 
told her to forgive her assailant. This 
world has long way to go. SC 


Victoria 

Not rated. Opens Friday. 
From a technical point of view, there’s no 
question that Sebastian Schipper’s Victo- 
ria is an astonishing achievement. Its 
138 minutes are shot in a single continu- 
ous take, throughout multiple locations 
in the wee small hours of Berlin. The 
chases and stunt work are particularly 
impressive, considering they had one 
chance to get it right. The story follows 
toothsome young Spaniard Veronica 
(Laia Costa), who hooks up with a Ger- 
man named Sonne (Frederick Lau) in an 
after-hours nightclub. Throwing com- 
mon sense to the wind, Victoria follows 
Sonne and his ne’er-do-well broheims 
into the city, volunteering as their get- 
away driver after a bank heist. Aside 
from certain sound effects anda gor- 
geous organ-drone score by Nils Frahm, 
everything looks to be happening in 
front of the constantly moving camera 
with no editing tricks. Of course, there 
are stretches during the first hour that 
would have benefited from editorial 
pruning, such as one interminable scene 
of Veronica and Sonne bonding over a pi- 
ano. But the cast acquits themselves 
well. Costa, who at first seems to have 
been cast more for her photogenic quali- 
ties than her acting chops, commands 
the screen in the third act. And best of 
all, she gets to wear comfortable, sensi- 
ble clothes for a night of traipsing 
around Berlin. SC 
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The Black Panthers: Vanguard of the Revolution 
Unsurprisingly for a documentary distributed by 
PBS, Stanley Nelson's The Black Panthers: Vanguard 
of the Revolution is a straightforward history lesson. 
Not that straightforward is bad, and the picture does 
a good job of summarizing a complex subject, one 
that’s as relevant as ever: the response of the black 
community to harassment and marginalization. 
Through plenty of archival footage, as well as new 
interviews with former Panthers, police, and FBI 
agents, Vanguard of the Revolution charts the rise 
and fall of the Black Panther movement from the 
late 1960s to its disintegration in the 1970s. This 
collapse was caused by both the clashing egos 
of its leaders and subterfuge by the FBI, whose 
leader J. Edgar Hoover called the Panthers the 
greatest threat to America and lived in fear of the 
rise of a black messiah. (A second black messiah, 
anyway.) The Black Panthers: Vanguard of the Rev- 
olution covers all the important bases, while also 
suggesting other places for future documentarians 
to go, such as Hoover's COINTELPRO operations (the 
infamous and quite fake Black Panther Coloring 
Book is not mentioned), as well as the role of 
women in the self-consciously macho movement. 
But Vanguard is a good place to start. (SC) 

Freeheld Yes, here is more awards-season schmaltz 
from ace affliction sufferer Julianne Moore. This 
time it’s cancer, but also a reluctant battle for gay 
rights. Director Peter Sollet's bland but affect- 
ing audience sniffle-generator is precisely the 
Hollywood version of Cynthia Wade's like-named 
documentary that you'd expect. Moore plays New 
Jersey detective Laurel Hester, a closeted lesbian 
and devoted county employee whose local Board of 
Freeholders, 10 years ago, wouldn't let her will her 
pension to her domestic partner, played by Ellen 
Page. Michael Shannon plays Hester's loyal part- 
ner — on the job, that is — who fumbles touchingly 
through the elevation of his own consciousness, 
a quietly crusading activist in small-town cop's 
clothing. A more-seasoned activist played by Steve 
Carell vamps and camps until the women’s story 
becomes a national media event. By the time Hester 
gets wheeled into the decisive freeholders’ meeting 
for the movie's climax, it's clear that she’s a goner 
— and so is any opposition. Bald, pale, wheezing, 
and chemo-wracked, she looks like the dying Darth 
Vader with his helmet off and his heart open. That's 
accurate, as obligatory end-credits photos of the 
real people in this drama reveal. Appropriately, 
perhaps, the whole movie feels like a waiting 
room for the official county government business 
of doing of the right thing. Moore and Page imbue 
a humdrum expository courtship with warmth and 
tenderness; they make the wait worthwhile. (JK) 

The Martian This otherworldly adventure yarn, 
with Matt Damon as a sort of Robinson Crusoe on 
Mars, might be the least self-serious movie Ridley 
Scott has ever made. Taking on Andy Weir's scien- 
tifically scrupulous hit novel (as adapted by Drew 
Goddard), Scott relaxes his usual brow-furrowed 
fussiness just enough to crank out an affable 
popcorn-muncher. Stranded on the Red Planet by 
guilt-stricken fellow astronauts who had to blast off 
ina hurry and figured him for dead, Damon's jokey, 
self-righteous survivalist answers his predicament 
by resolving to “science the shit out” of it. That 
leaves NASA with a mother of a management 
challenge: planning simultaneous rescues of an 
employee and its own public image. Admittedly, | 
was alittle fuzzy on why they'd sent a whole human 
crew to Mars in the first place, given the inherent 
danger (and the fact that all anyone seemed to 
accomplish before the mishap was gathering soil 
samples). But it sure helps that the guy who did get 
stranded happened to be the botanist. The movie's 
yea-science stance is thrilling but also infantilizing 
at times, relying as it does on suspended disbe- 
lief. There’s never any real doubt that our hero 
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will be okay, just as there’s never any sense of 
those real life challenges for which no amount of 
problem-solving teamwork montages will ever be 
enough. Oh well, it’s only a movie. Damon as dudebro 
redeemed by deeply nerdist tendencies is someone 
we've wanted to believe in ever since Good Will 
Hunting. Here his numerous charismatic co-stars 
include Chiwetel Ejiofor, Sean Bean, Kate Mara, 
Jeff Daniels, Jessica Chastain, Michael Pefa, and 
Kristen Wiig. For a faraway no-man’s land, this is 
one inviting world. (JK)

I’ve reported this before, but 
Discovery’s ID Channel has a gigantic fe- 
male audience. (Yes, we are ID Nation, 
and we are legion.) We are also about to 
get a bloody bucket-load of new shows, 
which will be played back-to-back-to-back 
as we binge our way through story after 
story of women being brutalized. We are 
an audience of Tammy Wynette masoch- 
ists: We keep coming back for more pun- 
ishment, standing by our maniac. 

If you are unfamiliar with ID, it 
bills itself as “true crime,’ composed 
mostly of half-hour docudramas 
based on some violent niche: Deadly 
Women, Stalked, and Nightmare Next 
Door. When the team behind it ran 
out of general fear scenarios, they 
began churning out specialized fare 
like Swamp Murders and Beauty 
Queen Murders. 

The best shows on 
the network possess 
the element of sur- 
prise, along the lines 
of, “Damn, I thought 
you were Mr. Right, 
but you just ate my 
cat,” or “Hmm, the 
nice young man who 
moved in down the 
hall sure has a peculiar 
odor coming from his 
apartment,’ or “I went 
on a swamp tour, and 
all I got was this lousy 
machete wound.” 

In that vein, the 
execs at ID hunkered 
down in a cabin in the 
woods with no cell- 
phone reception and 
came up with these 
offerings for October, just in time for 
Halloween! 


Hell House (premiered Oct. 10) 
Ijust finished a book about John Wayne 
Gacy and his house of horrors. It was a 
basic suburban Midwestern domicile on 
a quiet street in Des Plaines, IIl., that 
just so happened to have the bodies of 
several young men buried in the crawl- 
space. It has since been demolished, but 
I’m sure people still drive by the address 
and get a tingle. This is the impetus for 
Hell House, the idea that demonic ener- 
gies can linger in places where “murder 
after horrific murder” have taken place. 
(?’'ve always wondered why ID never had 
an It Happened Here-type show, but this 
comes the closest so far.)

Just like that, we are back to niche true 
crime. Do Not Disturb will outline bad 
things that have happened in five-star 
hotels, like when they forget to puta 
mint on your pillow or when Justin Bie- 
ber’s posse has rented nine of the 10 
rooms on your floor. (Actually, my idea 
of a nightmare hotel visit is one where | 
leave with bedbugs, but we’ll see where 
this goes.) Strangely, this series is pro- 
duced by Joel Schumacher, who di- 
rected The Lost Boys, Batman Forever, 
and a few episodes of House of Cards. ID 
promises a “cinematic” take on each tale 
— which, if done well, could be a good 
addition to the roster.

Behind Closed Doors: Shocking 
Secrets (Oct. 26) 

This is a one-hour special about domes- 
tic violence that ID swears will “jolt 
even the most jaded viewers.” Really? 
Could you be more gratuitous? Do we 
really need a show that outdoes itself in 
the upsetting-depictions-of-women-be- 
ing-traumatized department? I’m not 
sure why this subject angers me so, but 
seeing a woman stalked, raped, and 
dumped in a cistern on yet another 
show is still what I call quality enter- 
tainment. It seems even ID knows it’s 
crossing some sort of line, because Be- 
hind Closed Doors is trying to inject 
some sort of consciousness-raising 
message into the whole thing, pointing 
out how domestic violence crosses all 
socioeconomic backgrounds and that 
the most dangerous time for victims is 
when they decide to leave their abusers. 
Reading between the teleplay’s lines, 
though, we see that these facts merely 
mean that there are thousands of sto- 
ries to choose from and depict. Huzzah! 
How did they fit it all into an hour?

Picture of Dorian

There isn’t much eating in The 
Picture of Dorian Gray, Oscar Wilde’s 
1890 novel about aesthetics and moral 
turpitude. As his portrait ages in the at- 
tic, a dissipated Dorian smokes a lot and 
takes a fair amount of opiates, and he at- 
tends a party where he gets thirstier with 
every glass of Champagne he drinks. 
But, oddly, his overindulgence doesn’t 
extend to food. 

So you shouldn't read too much of 
Dorian Gray into The Dorian, whose 
tagline is “Whiskey + Martinis + Pro- 
visions.” A project by the team behind 
Palm House, The Dorian is only lightly 
influenced by turn-of-the-last-century 
London — which is probably for the 
best, considering the majority of Lon- 
doners were scraping by on things like 
boiled cabbage, flour soup, and braxy 
(mutton that died of an inflammatory 
disease and was thus heavily discount- 
ed). From dollar-oyster happy hour to 
seasonal flatbreads, The Dorian has 
both feet in 21st-century San Francis- 
co — and, as with nearby beer palace 
Belga, which opened earlier this year, 
it might change your feelings about 
the Marina. 

Still, there is a bit of Angophilia, 
especially with the drinks: The cock- 
tails were strong, in every sense of the 
word. An elegant, spruced-up Gibson 
($13) was garnished with a pickled 
onion the color of yellowfin tuna steak 
and the texture of a bell pepper, while 
salted pistachio and orange marmalade 
made the Alibi ($12) stand out from all 
the other bourbon-and-bitters drinks 
out there. I couldn’t taste any tobacco 
tincture in the Portrait ($12), but the 
smoked maple was there, and the black 
walnut in the Clockwork ($12) was 
smart. Aesthetically, the bar is the bet- 
ter half, with weathered books, vintage 
portraits of eccentric looking people, 
and lots of right angles. (The hotel-like 
dining room is all over the map, with 
intentionally mismatched tables, a big 
chandelier, and a green, tufted settee 
for four.) 

Under the food column, there is 
a lot to like. The butterbean hum- 
mus ($12) was nice and spicy, much 
thicker than the average, and with 
finely chopped Castelvetrano olives. It 
sounds so ordinary, being only hum- 
mus and all, but it was conspicuously 
excellent. Sprinkled with hazelnuts 
and pomegranate seeds, the Brussels 
sprouts ($10.50) were intensely good. 
Vinegar and smoky bacon might be 
my all-time favorite combination of 
flavors. I realize it’s not the most inno- 
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vative way to serve Brussels sprouts, 
but The Dorian was wise enough not to 
mess with perfection. 

With its quasi-obligatory quail egg 
and a judicious use of horseradish and 
capers, the steak tartare ($15) was 
equally delicious. Because the sour- 
dough that came with it was a little 
tough, we asked for 
more of the pitas 


the Andouille sausage, too. As with the 
salad that could have been more tart, 
these needed a zing of pepper to hold 
back the sweetness. The roast chicken 
(with blue hubbard squash, kale, and 
quince, $19.50) was much better, in 
spite of — or maybe because of — a 
turn towards the Late Victorian ba- 
roque. I almost hate 
to say it, but at first 


that came with the The Dorian glance, the puffed 
hummus, and all 2001 Chestnut St., rice atop the chicken 
was well.

pomegranate seeds, 
Humboldt Fog goat 
cheese, Marcona 
almonds, and one of 
the most aesthetical- 
ly pleasing vegetables 
on earth — water- 
melon radishes — the fall salad ($14) 
was too sweet. The dressing would 
have worked better on a radicchio or 
another bitter green, but on ordinary 
lettuce it needed more acidity. 

And we were a little perplexed by 
the mussels ($15), which came in a 
creamy, wine-heavy sauce in lieu of 
a broth; it worked better with the 
accompanying fries than with the mus- 
sels themselves. It was hard to discern

turn-off — it made 
us laugh, in fact. But 
it was impossible 
not to notice. 
Served under a 
silver cloche and 
presented with 
a flourish — from not one but two 
servers, as if it were the head of John 
the Baptist — the Royal Dorian is too 
theatrical not to be tongue-in-cheek. 
Just who the joke is on was not al- 
together clear, though. In the black 
withered thing that passes for my soul, 
I want to regard a $40 hamburger with 
Dungeness crab and black truffles as a 
harbinger of the apocalypse, but all the 
same, it’s fun to be seduced by gaudy

excesses. Whether you roll your eyes 
or not, it’s a very tasty burger — even 
if divvying up a meat patty on a bun 
takes the idea of shared plates toa 
ridiculous extreme. It’s so rich that 
the idea of one person finishing the 
entire thing sounds next to impossible, 
yet leaving it half-eaten would be like 
elbowing a Jeroboam of Veuve Cliquot 
off the rail of your yacht. Oh, and the 
French fries come in a glazed ceramic 
vessel in the shape of a fast-food fries 
container. Witty, sure, but the Royal 
Dorian mixes its message a bit: Is it 
fabulous or juvenile? 

We finished things off in true Brad- 
ley Ogden style, with a butterscotch 
pudding and ice cream in a half-pint 
glass ($11). It sounds as quaint as a 
19th-century church picnic compared 
to that burger, but thematically, it 
was of a piece with what the Dorian is 
going for. Although it was the only des- 
sert option available — more are com- 
ing, as is brunch — that wasn’t the 
real reason we had to order it. As Oscar 
Wilde wrote, “The only way to get rid 
of temptation is to yield to it.”

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Kitchen has finally nabbed its first per- 
manent restaurant location in San Fran- 
cisco, taking over the spot of a former 
nondescript coffee shop on Clement 


Street between Fourth and Fifth avenues. 


For those unfamiliar, KoJa (which 
stands for “Korean Japanese’) is a fair- 
ly established Asian fusion food truck, 
and a well-sought out option at Off 
the Grid. Its popular offerings include 
their signature kojas — “like a burger, 
but better” — which are made up of 
a protein (such as Korean BBQ short 
rib, Korean BBQ beef, and miso-co- 
conut braised pork) served between 
two scoops of fried garlic rice that are 
shaped into hamburger buns. ‘The rice 
that the buns are made of are reminis- 
cent of the cooked rice on the bottom 
of a pan or rice cooker: crispy-crunchy 
on the outside, with soft and slightly 
overdone rice on the inside. 

This begs the question, though: Are 
kojas like burgers, only better? Well, 
nothing compares to an actual burger 
(and some may even argue that adding 
bacon or aioli squelches the purity of 
it). However, it can also be said that 
nothing compares to a koja, either. 
They’re different: Every bite goes down 
like a delicious, meaty rice bowl where- 
in you saved all the crispy rice bits for 
the end, except that kojas offer them 
with every mouthful. 

Other menu offerings include 
the loaded kamikaze fries (criss-cut 
waffle fries topped with Korean BBQ 
beef, spicy red sauce, aioli, and green 
onions) and a selection of rice bowls, 
tacos, and beer on tap. There’s more 
outdoor than indoor seating, and the 


options. While the kojas are indeed 
tasty — the marinated short rib and 
beef ones especially, with that quintes- 
sential sweet and savory Korean BBQ 
marinade — they’re on the small side 
and run around $7-$9 a pop. Tack on 
an egg and some loaded fries, and your 
full meal will likely run you around $12- 
$15. Not dirt cheap, but not bad. Plus, 
everything is packed with flavor and 
conceptually interesting enough that 
it’s worth at least one try.

Drinking With: 
David Talbot

“Ron Conway is our Donald 
Trump, David Talbot says. 

We're having a beer — a Trumer 
Pils, in his case — outside the Precita 
Park Café on the north slope of Bernal 
Heights. Talbot is marveling about how 
Conway complained to HBO over the 
way Alexandra Pelosi depicted him in her 
documentary San Francisco 2.0, which 
left the network “running for cover and 
cowering.” (Conway’s screen time is 
short, but he does state at one point that 
San Francisco is six square miles in size, 
which is wrong by a factor of seven.) 

“Trump is more progressive than Ron 
Conway, who’s a greedy thug,” Talbot 
says. “Trump actually has some charm 
around the edges. I’ve yet to see it in Con- 
way. He just throws money at whoever he 
wants to defeat. He floods the zone.” 

Talbot is (in his own words) a revi- 
sionist historian, the author of Season of 
the Witch (an account of San Francisco 
from the Summer of Love to the Fein- 
stein mayoralty), a Bernal Heights resi- 
dent, and the founder of Salon.com. He’s 
recently become politically active at the 
local level again, with the aim of moving 
past our current period of “capitalist an- 
archy” and re-establishing San Francisco’s 
place as the nation’s incubator of pro- 
gressive policy. My question to him was 
really about why he thinks Senator Rand 
Paul's presidential campaign seems to be 
sputtering when it looked for awhile like 
libertarianism was on the ascent in GOP 
politics, but it doesn’t take much for Tal- 
bot to launch into a broadside against the 
mayor or his chief backer. 

And he believes that John F. Ken- 
nedy’s assassination was the result of 
a conspiracy, one whose tentacles not 
only pulled the gun but orchestrated the 
cover-up, too. 

Talbot’s latest book, The Devil’s Chess- 
board: Allen Dulles, the CIA, and the Rise of 
America’s Secret Government, elaborates 
upon a sepia-toned chapter in American 
history, the rise of a postwar elite that 
wields power irrespective of whichever 
party controlled Congress or the White 
House. Tracing the lineage of the nation- 
al security state from NSA data collection 
and black sites back to Allen Dulles, the 
CIA’s first head, Talbot shows how this 
unelected and unaccountable network 
jeopardizes American democracy, con- 
spiring to assassinate JFK after his ef- 
forts to achieve lsting peace with Castro 
and the Soviets marked him as an “aber- 
rant president who had to be removed for 
the good of the country.” 

Talbot ticks off a laundry list of gov- 


ernment sins that sound like hallmarks 
of the post-Sept. 11 political order, but 
points out that they’ve been going on 
for decades. 

“Torture, assassination, black sites, 
mind experimentation, human experi- 
mentation, mass surveillance of private 
citizens: All that stuff didn’t happen after 
9/11, it originated during Dulles’ era.” 

What is Talbot’s proof? For starters, 
he once interviewed a member of Lyndon 
Johnson’s Secret Service detail, an agent 
who said that after leaving the White 
House, LBJ would query everyone around 
him for their opinion on what really 
happened. Charles de Gaulle apparently 
believed it, too. A failed 1962 attempt on 
his life (later chronicled in The Day of the 
Jackal) was so eerily similar to the No- 
vember 1963 assassination in Dallas that 
it led the French president to conclude (as 
Talbot says) that “the right-wing security 
forces that tried to eliminate me succeed- 
ed in eliminating Kennedy.” And a Con- 
gressional committee in the 1970s deter- 
mined that there had been a conspiracy, 
but was unable to produce the names. 

It’s curious to hear a dyed-in-the- 
wool lefty expressing sympathy for the 
nationalist de Gaulle, but The Devil’s 
Chessboard is neither a work of glib 
contrarianism nor an academic tome 
destined for the shelves in the prover- 
bial archives. It is, in Talbot’s words, “an 
American Game of Thrones.” 

And, he says, it’s directly connected 
to Ron Conway and the $8 million Airb- 
nb allocated to defeat Prop F. 

“My sort of progressive dream is that 
there are a lot of the same battles going 
on in all these gentrified cities around the 
country, where the wealth gap is becom- 
ing more and more glaring, and people 
are up against the wall,” he says. “And you 
have to stand and fight or get crushed.” 

What Talbot wants is what almost 
every progressive activist wants: For new 
waves of resistance to emanate from 
cities that are losing their souls, and cre- 
ate a new “Tea Party of the left that has 
more staying power than Occupy.’ Except 
he connects it to more than just the 
livability of the Mission. (Talbot is not 
particularly optimistic about either Prop. 
F or Prop. I, the moratorium on mar- 
ket-rate housing in the Mission, although 
he thinks former Sup. Aaron Peskin has 
a shot at winning back his old seat.) For 
him, reviving the progressive left means 
electing politicians who exhibit concern 
for the impact of the tech boom, just as 
it means countering the subversion of 
democracy at the national level. 

“Your generation has to be the one 
to say, Enough of this bullshit. We’re all 
grownups now, we want the truth about 
our history,” Talbot says. “It feels like an 
ancient time but it’s all happening today 
still. They take us to wars whenever they 
want, and they don’t tell us the truth. 
There’s a direct line from Dulles to Don- 
ald Rumsfeld, to Dick Cheney, to John 
Brennan, our national security empire. 
That’s the death of American democracy, 
as Ed Snowden tried to tell us all. If we 
let those people win, that’s the end of 
American democracy.” 

“It has a lot of relevance for today,” 
Talbot says. “And it’s a hell of a story.”

A Ghost

It is a common criticism in 
America — especially among the tradi- 
tional rock’n’roll set — that electronic mu- 
sic lacks soul. Programming a machine will 
never match the fluidity and grace of play- 
ing an instrument; the rigor of hardware 
cannot convey genuine pathos, or so crit- 
ics say. It’s a pervasive notion: Shellac’s 
Steve Albini recently told abrasive techno 
producer Powell, “I’ve always detested 
mechanized dance music, its stupid sim- 
plicity, the clubs where it was played, the 
people who went to these clubs, the drugs 
they took ... basically: 100 percent hated 
every scrap." 

Endless counter-examples skewer 
this breed of willful ignorance — the 
gospel roots of Chicago house music or 
the sci-fi futurist dreams of Black eman- 
cipation in Detroit techno, for example 
— but Autechre’s music is something 
else entirely: it is not just music made by 
machines, but it is music of machines, 
something truly unique that exists 
without parallel in the “acoustic world” 
(in other words, the realm of purely 
non-electronic music). On Friday, Oct. 
16, the duo bring their decades of expe- 
rience to San Francisco, returning to the 
Mezzanine for a special Treasure Island 
Music Festival night show. 

Sean Booth and Rob Brown released 
Cavity Job, the first Autechre record, in 
1991, but that wasn’t their first time 
teaming up: the two Brits released 
a record together in 1987 under the 
name Lego Feet, full of playful, simple 
rhythms that prefigured the first cou- 
ple Autechre albums. Cavity Job is an 
oddity when compared with the rest of 
Autechre’s discography, and it’s also a 
rarity, essentially impossible to find un- 
til 2011, when it was digitally reissued 
in a compilation of the duo’s EPs. But 
as a historical document, it is telling: 
its artwork, especially the enormous 
Autechre logo in a typical graffiti type- 
face, reflects the pair’s roots in hip-hop 
and electro (think Afrika Bambaataa, 
Mantronix, and Man Parrish). And the 
sound it contains, full of pumped-up 
breakbeats and big synths, is a textbook 
example of late-’80s U.K. breakbeat 
hardcore, the kind of music the pair 
were raving to. 

Two years later, the first full-length 
Autechre album was released with the 
fitting title Incunabula. “Incunabula” is 
a Latin term used to describe printed 
matter created before 1501 A.D.; more 
generally, it refers to foundational or 
source works of any kind. And so began 
the duo’s long forward trajectory toward 


electronic music’s vanguard, a position 
they have maintained ever since. 

Autechre has long had a not-entire- 
ly-undeserved reputation as producers 
of “difficult music.” “What we do at 
times comes across as self-indulgent, 
and that can be used as a negative crit- 
icism,” allows Booth. “I don’t want to 
patronize the audience. I don't like the 
idea of someone making music that has 
a broad appeal by intentionally leaving 
out elements that might confuse the 
audience or whatever. We kind of do the 
opposite of that. We try to make music 
for someone — for us — that will push 
ourselves as far as we can.” 

With the assistance of some notable 
contemporaries such as Aphex Twin, 
Black Dog Productions (later known as 
Plaid), The Orb, and others, Autechre 
ushered in a new era of “electronic lis- 
tening music” that eventually came to 
be known as “intelligent dance music,” 
or IDM. This controversial (for obvious 
reasons) moniker, adopted worldwide, 
was coined here in the Bay Area, then 
spread far and wide by O.G. techie Brian 
Behlendorf and his website Hyperreal, 

a critical linchpin for connecting the 
disparate bits and pieces of the early 
Bay Area rave scene. Booth, however, 
describes those early days more am- 
biguously: “I think our scene is sort of 
written up as being, you know, kids who 
were into dance music B-sides or chill- 


out music that wasn’t for the dancefloor, 


or some other sappy sounding phrase. 
But really, it was people who weren't 
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in the Machine

genre-specific who were the big influ- 
ence on our sound. People who weren't 
genre-specific — you didn’t really know 
what they were doing. Was it house? 
Was it rave music? Was it electro? It was 
somehow all of these things.” 

While pushing boundaries has 
always been Autechre’s modus ope- 
randi, not all of its output presents a 
challenge for the ears. The duo’s early 
work (Incunabula and Amber, in partic- 
ular) reads as downright easy listening 
compared to the hyperkinetic, dense 
work they produce today. But in their 
time — just over 20 years ago — these 
works were revolutionary, built from 
carefully sequenced beats and brood- 
ing, spine-tingling washes of synth. 

By emphasizing the cerebral and the 
melancholy, Autechre stood in stark 
contrast to the majority of electronic 
music produced contemporaneously, 
which was engineered for dancefloors 
— music for the body, not the head. 

By the latter part of the ’90s, Au- 
techre began to step off the proverbial 
deep end. Chiastic Slide, the duo’s 
fourth record, was a sea change — not 
just for Autechre, but for electronic 
music as a whole. Perhaps more so than 
any other record that came before it, 
Chiastic Slide captured the music of ma- 
chinery itself, seemingly coming from 
another world where robots are the na- 
tive form of life, in which they stumble 
across human music and do their best 


to recreate it. It marked the beginning 
of a gradual shift in Autechre’s music, 
away from the organic, natural, and 
compositional toward the stochastic, 
chaotic, and programmatic. 

Each record that came after Chiastic 
Slide saw the duo’s music become more 
and more intentionally disarrayed — 
the result of a move away from hard- 
ware and towards software, particularly 
Cycling “74’s Max, a “visual program- 
ming language for media,” that allows 
for the manipulation of audio and 
visuals, with an endless number of ap- 
plications. Autechre use Max as a kind 
of framework or platform, designing 
bits of software within the software; 
these days, their music-writing process 
happens in two parts: writing software 
during the day, and creating music with 
it at night. At this point, Max is as in- 
tegral to Autechre’s music as Booth and 
Brown are; according to Booth, “with a 
lot of our [music writing process] being 
algorithmic, it’s getting to the point 
where it’s difficult to say what’s com- 
position and what’s algorithmic, when 
you define the algorithms that tightly, 
and we enjoy that grey area.” 

Booth and Brown have been living 
and working long-distance for 20 years, 
but Max helps them bridge that gap. 
The pair have a mutual feedback pro- 
cess where they send their own patches 
and systems to each other for tinker- 
ing, and — most of the time — total 
reconstruction. 

“Sean will be building widespread 
systematic changes, and I'll just be toy- 
ing with them all day as instruments, as 
recorders, as sequencers, says Brown. 
“You get this testing cycle going on. 
We’re trying to one-up each other. It’s 
B-boy culture, trying to outdo each 
other, applied to making music.” It’s a 
friendly battle, says Brown: “Sean and I, 
we ll compete. We won’t bite each other. 
rll try rebuilding [one of his Max patch- 
es] from the ground up, my way. And 
that will have its own consequences, 
and it helps — with the musical output. 
It’s a really good way of keeping things 
on the boil, keeping things a little bit 
uncomfortable. It keeps us interested.” 

This playful back-and-forth, two old 
friends trying to outdo one another, is 
the driving spirit that has kept Autechre 
going for so long. The pair, according to 
Booth, are “very competitive, internally, 
but really, we’re seeking approval from 
each other. Two sides of the same coin, 
isn't it? There’s no one I want to impress 
as much as Rob.”

Now, supporting Bush, his 13th full-length, 
Snoop has put together an incredible lineup of some of the finest hip-hop artists 
California has to offer. We couldn't have predicted in 1993 that Snoop would still 
be going strong in 2015 — but we’re very glad he is.

There’s an old stereotype in punk rock communities about punks going country 
once they’ve reached a certain age and discovered anger management tech- 
niques. Tim Barry from Avail and Chuck Ragan from Hot Water Music are great 
examples of this. So too is Frank Turner, even though his transformation hap- 
pened much earlier than most. The 33-year-old folk singer-songwriter devel- 
oped his biting (but quintessentially British) delivery skills while performing in 
the grungy back rooms of pubs with his post-hardcore band, Million Dead. But 
success only really came after he stripped down his sound, stopped yelling and 
started explaining. Turner’s talent as a tell-it-like-it-is lyricist and performer 
that employs knowledge and wit to interact with his audience has garnered him 
a respectable audience in the U.S. and turned him into a huge, stadium-filling 
star in his home country. If you haven't already, it’s time to go and see what the 


fuss is about. Rae Alexandra

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DOWN THERE

Iam acis woman in my mid 20s. I get a pang or a 
spasm of pain in a place deep in my clit/urethra area. I 
cant pinpoint which part exactly. It takes me by surprise 
every time it happens, so I jerk around and press my 
crotch for a hot second — which doesn't help, but it’s 
about the only thing I can do. This obviously does not 
look cool in public, and regardless of when it happens, 
the episode irritates me. Around four or five convulsions 
happen and then quickly it’s over. There's no pattern — 
it happens at random times and anywhere from one to 
four times daily. It started about a week ago. It doesn't 
hurt when I pee, apply pressure to the area, work out, 
masturbate, or orgasm. I wonder if my lady spasms are 
associated with stress. I started a new job in September 
that I love, but it’s very demanding of my time, which 
has taken a toll on my mental and physical health (i.e., 
doing work things all fucking day, having no “me” time). 
What's going on down there? What's the solution? Will 
doing Kegels help me manage these spasms? (P.S. I'ma 
lesbian if that detail is helpful.) 

Super Perplexed About Spasms Mostly 


I shared your letter with Dr. Lori Brotto, an as- 
sociate professor in the Department of Gynecology 
at the University of British Columbia. Dr. Brotto has 
done extensive research on vaginal/vulval pain and 
is a recognized expert on this subject and others. 
Brotto shared your letter with Dr. Jonathan Huber, 
an Ottawa-based gynecologist with expertise in 
treating genital pain. “SPASM definitely needs to see 
a physician as soon as possible to have her vulva and 
vagina examined,” Dr. Brotto and Dr. Huber wrote 
in their joint response. “The collection of symptoms 
she describes does not map perfectly onto any single 
diagnosis, so these ideas below are best guesses.” 

Before we get to those best guesses, a word of 
warning for the hypochondriacs in my readership: If 
you re the kind of person who can’t read about mys- 
terious symptoms and their possible causes without 
immediately developing those symptoms you might 
want to skip the rest of this response. Okay, back to 
the good doctors... 

“Sudden onset, intermittent genital pain can be 
caused by a number of simple things, such as abra- 
sions, an infection, an allergic reaction, buildup of 
smegma, dermatosis, etc.,” Dr. Brotto and Dr. Huber 
continued. “Although these things are unlikely to 
be the cause of her pain, they’re easy to rule out 
and treat, if necessary.’ (“Wait just a minute,’ I hear 
some of you crying. “Women don’t have problems 
with smegma — that’s just a dudes-with-foreskins* 
problem.” Dr. Brotto responds: “Women get smegma, 
too. We don’t hear about smegma in women because 
yeast infections get a lot more attention. But smeg- 
ma in women is the same as smegma in men: a harm- 
less buildup of skin cells and oils.”) 

“SPASM’s symptoms most closely map onto a 
condition called ‘interstitial cystitis’ (IC) or bladder 
pain syndrome,” Dr. Brotto and Dr. Huber explained. 
“IC is diagnosed when there is chronic bladder or ure- 
thral pain in the absence of a known cause. It’s typi- 
cally described as having the symptoms or sensations 
of a bladder infection, without actually having an in- 
fection. Although IC usually has a gradual onset and 
presents with pressure more often than pain, some 
women do describe a sudden onset, with pain as the 
most prominent symptom as opposed to pressure. 
Since IC often coexists with vulvodynia (vulval pain), 
dysmenorrhea (painful periods), and endometriosis 
(when endometrial tissue grows outside the uterus), 
if this individual has any of these other diagnoses, 
then IC may be more likely to account for her pain.” 

How can you determine if it’s IC? “IC is best 
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assessed by a urologist, who may do further urine 
tests, and even a cystoscopy.” 

Another possible cause: a urethral diverticulum. 

“It’s like an outpouching along the tube of the ure- 
thra,’” Dr. Brotto and Dr. Huber wrote. “This is kind of 
like a dead-ended cave where urine and other debris 
can collect, which can possibly lead to infection and 
pain.” A gynecologist might be able to diagnose a 
diverticulum during a normal exam — just by feeling 
around — but you'll most likely need to have a tiny 
camera stuffed up your urethra to diagnose this one 
too, SPASM. Moving on... 

“Some of her symptoms also sound like the begin- 
nings of ‘persistent genital arousal disorder’ (PGAD), 
a condition of unwanted genital sensations and 
arousal in the absence of sexual desire. PGAD can 
be triggered by stress and temporarily relieved with 
orgasms. For some women with PGAD, it is related to 
starting or stopping a medication (especially antide- 
pressants).” The good news: You don’t need to cram 
a selfie stick up your urethra to determine whether 
you ve recently stopped taking antidepressants. 
There are treatments for all of these conditions. 

“In sum, we feel she should see a gynecologist 
first and possibly get a referral to a urologist,” Dr. 
Brotto and Dr. Huber concluded. “She also asks about 
whether Kegel exercises will help. Sometimes pelvic 
floor dysfunction can contribute to vaginal/vulval 
pain, and seeing a pelvic floor physiotherapist to learn 
proper pelvic floor exercises (including but not limit- 
ed to Kegels) can help. A gynecologist will be able to 
test her pelvic floor strength and control, and advise 
if she should see a pelvic floor physiotherapist.”

But 
seeing as your boyfriend is going to look at porn (and 
other women) whether you want him to or not (just 
as you look at porn and other men), and since you 
enjoy porn together, I would advise you to err on the 
side of embracing your fantasies. And don’t feel like 
you have to overcome the cognitive dissonance. The 
naughtiness of it, the transgression, and the symbol- 
ic betrayal — all of that turns you on. So live with it, 
lean into it, and enjoy it.
